LOUISIANA 
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A Talk.with a World-Famed Lion 
Trainer. 


“HE TELLS HOW THEY ARE TRAINED. 


Teaching Them to Ride a Tricycle and to 
Be-Saw—Holding a Rope fora Dog 
to Jump Over. 


“No, every one cannot be, a lion tamer, 
meither can every lion be tamed.” 

Colonel Boone—big Colonel Daniel Boone, 
once. of the confederate army, for many 
years superintendent of the national zoolog- 
ieal gardens of Peru, and at one time mili- 
tary instructor in the Peruvian army—was 
talking to me about lion taming. 

He had just finished an exhibition with 
his own trained beasts in the theater near 
by. In one corner of the round performing 
eage the five great cats had slept until the 
colonel’s step upon the floor waked them— 
slept much as house cats sleep, rolled to- 
gether gracefully, their paws intertwining 
and their heads thrown backward for com- 
fort. 

At the word of command the lions roused

themselves and after a glance at their mas- 
ter they sprang to their feet, crowding upon 
each other’s heels in their frightened haste 
to escape from their sleeping pen into the 
performing ring. 

Then they went through their tricks while 
the band played, and the audience kept very 
still, Only once did the people applaud 
and that was when the trainer’s assistant 
drew her head from the mouth of the ugly, 
Bnarling lioness. But all was quickly still- 
ed when the colonel threw himself full 
length upon the floor and rolled and play- 
ed with the biggest of the lions as though 
he had been a school boy and the lion a 
dog. Had one of the brutes chosen at that 
moment to vent the rage that he really feels 
against his master in one quick blow of his 
great paw—but he didn’t. 

“I knew he wouldn’t when I laid down,” 
said the trainer afterward, “otherwise TI 
should never have lain down. 1 can tell, 
of course, whether it is safe to begin my 

erformance or not. There are ways of 

cnowing—I shall tell you later on. ‘There 
was once, though, when I went through a 
performance without that knowledge. It 
was shortly after the close of the war. 
was living in Lynchburg, Va., with my folks 
and was trying to repair ‘th i family estate 
by dealing in tobacco. There came Cos- 
tello’s circus to town one day. Among the 
epee mers was Herr Engel, who was killed 

y a tiger the next year in Hayti~a great 
tiger trainer in his day. He had a cage 
of trained tigers. After the show, in the 
village hotel, I met him and some one asked 
me if I was afraid of tigers. I1 said that 
I was not. 

“Have you ever handled tigers?” asked 
the German. 

“About six hundred of them,” I replied. 

X had been colonel of. the Louisiana Tigers. 

“Ah!” said Herr Engel, “1 am surprised; 
in what company ?”” 

“In Jeff Davis’s,’”’ I said. 

have never heard of him,” 
“where has he been showing?’

“This talk led to a foolish wager that on

I _ yelled at the 
frightened tigers, beat them right and left 
and sent them cowering into their corners. 
The trainer and my friends stood around 
dumb with amazement.

“If he sulks-in one corner or comes up 
to’ the bars quietly like a cat coming upon 
a mouse, I do not want him. 

“The noisy lion is a bluffer. He makes 
his bluff when he. makes his spring. The 
quiet lion is treacherous, 

“All lions are cowards. 

“When I go into the cage where my 
noisy lion is and fire off a few blank cart- 
ridges from my revolver and beat him a 
few times over his nose with my whip he 

owls, dances, and then slinks ‘away say- 

Ing to himself: 
-“**What on earth does all this mean? I 
‘thought that 1 had that man scared to 
death. I guess that I ‘ain’t so frightening 
as I thought I was.’ 

“The bluffer can be tamed sufficiently 
to let me go into the cage without danger 
in a week’s time, but there is never any 
safety with a sneak lion. 

‘Anothex thing. The lion must be not 
over two years old and he must be straight- 
backed and strong. A weak lion breaks 
down very quickly during training. 

“Such a brute is worth from $1,000 to 
$1,500 untrained. When ee trained he 
is worth from $3,000 to $5,000, and some- 
uUMes paca 

“It takes several years to train lions 
perfectly.. ‘The first step is to show them 
that I am the master. Next I teach them 
that I do not intend i hurt them unless 
they disobey me. I begin caressing them 
with the end of my whip and I do it gen- 
tly. It is not safe to venture with your 
hand at first. After this, which takes 
weeks, and even months sometimes, l 
teach them te take food from my hands. 

“When a lion disobeys I punish him. 
I do it with judgment. There is a point 
bevond which it is dangerous to go. My 
left <rm has no muscles from the elbow up. 
I whipped a iion one blow too many 1 
Uvito, Chile. If bis teeth had not bee- 
worn with ¢ze I would not be alive todav. 

“When a lion crouches down, and his 
eyes turn green, and his tail stops waving 
from side to side and merely wiggles at the 
end like the rattles on a rattler, look out 
I stop then and give him a chance to quiet 
down. Sometimes I call assistance or do 
anything that I can to distract his attention 
from me, and then I escape.’ 

~*“What is the easiest trick to teach a 
lion?’ I asked. 

“After getting him to come to me at 
command, to make him lie down. ~ You 
can’t throw a lion on his side with your 
hands as you would throw a dog in train- 
ing it. After this, mounting a chair or 
pedestal is the easiest. But all this, takes 
months of daily work—patient work. ' Nev- 
er give up; that is the lion trainer’s motto. 

“In making a lion mount a 
chair I _ generally put his meat 
on the seat and accustom him to eat 
it from there. Then by degress I coax him

to put one paw on the chair. When he 
has done this I pet him. In the course of 
time I induce him to put both fore paws on 
the chair. Now comes the struggle. He 
does not want to put up his hind feet. I 
force him to do this by tapping them with 
my whip until he hops up to avoid punish- 
ment. When he has once learned what I 
want him to do I have little | trouble with 
him. But all this takes time.’ 

“I suppose the hardest trick is 
your head in the lion’s mouth?” 

“On the contrary, it is one of the easiest 
and safest. I hold the mouth open with 
both hands, and I can feel the least attempt 
to bring the jaws together with my fingers. 
This gives me a chance to withdraw my 
head in time. It is well, however, to know 
your beast pretty thoroughly before trying 
it.

Run Deals in Stocks, — 


“JERRIBLE LESSONS IN SPECULATION, 


| be Thing Is to Get the Outsiders on the 


Wrong Track—Big Pools to Col. 
lect Floating Stock. 


New York, May 7.—(Special Correspond- 
gnce.)—The month of May is one of great im- 
tance in Wall street. It generally wit- 

a boom in stocks. It terminates the 
activity in the market until the fall movement 
gets in. For a full four months afterward, 
except under unusual circumstances, specula- 


tion is restricted, though never stopped. The 


absence of the large operators in Europe and 
at the summer resorts leaves the situation in 
the hands of the “small fry,”” who in the par- 
Jance of the “‘street” are content with “quar- 
ters” and ‘‘eighths’’—thatis, with profits of 
one-quarter or one-eighth of one per cent. 

It has not always been the case that May 
wasa “bull month.” Noone in Wall street 
will ever forget the terrible May panic of 1884, 
Hlouse after house was wrecked and fortune 
It was nearly as bad as 
the famous ‘‘1873 panic.”’ | 
~ Some of the greatest financiers came near 
being dragged down, Jay Gould among the

He was loaded with long stocks and was'a 


' borrower of money to the extent of millions. 


When the enormous decline in values oc- 
curred he was called upon for additional col- 
Jaterals on the loans that he had obtained. He 
was obliged to comply with the demand or else 
pay off his loans. He had no more stocks or 
bonds to pledge and he could not borrow from 
the banks, trust companies or other lenders of 
money. 

The idea of an assignment was considered 
by Mr. Gould. Had it been carried out disas.- 
ter would have extended from one end of the 


«country to the other. 


\ 


Mr. Gould was by no means insolvent at the 
time. The question was whether an assign- 
ment would not Keep his assets together in 


-ease of further depreciation in the stock mar- 


ket. There was no doubt that sooner or later 
there would bea recovery that would place 
him where he was before the panic. 

Mr. Gould was greatly troubled but he proved 
himself, as he had before and as he has since, 
the man for the occasion. He saw that an as- 
signment would work vast injury to others and 
to the business interests of the country, and, 
furthermore, would destroy his prestige. He 

ulled through, but it was an experience that 

e resolved never to subject himself to again. 

Since that eventful period he has concen- 
trated his interests and has become a lender 
instead of a borrower of money. Never was 
his fortune in such secure shape as at present. 
It has been called a ‘‘paper fortune’? because 
itis wholly in stocks and bonds whose worth 
depends on the quotations of the stock ex- 
change. 

It is true that Mr. Gould’s wealth expands 
and contracts as stocks advance and decline, 
but the fluctuations in it are nowhere near as- 
wide as they used to be. Mr. Goul d’s millions 
are principally in three properties: The Wes- 
tern Union Telegraph Company; the Manhat- 
ton Railway Company, (the elevated rail way 
system of New York), and the Missouri Pacific 
railway (known as the Gould Southwestern 
system). Thesecurities of the first two have 
greatly enhanced the past few months. 

It is safe to say that Mr. Gould is nowina 

ition where itis impossible to break him, 
Fe is worth $100,000,000. 
The Western Union and the Manhattan 


properties, in which over half of his means are 


ted, are independent properties, prac- 
tically monopolies, and not subject to influ- 
ences affecting other concerns whose securities 
are dealt in on the stock exchange. A rail- 
road rate war or protracted ‘hard times’’ 
would probably make a great difference in his 
holding of the securities of the Missouri Pa- 
cific and the allied roads, amounting all told 
to some $25,000,000. 

It is difficult to see how, under any circum- 
stances there could be a shrinkage of over one- 
fourth in Mr. Gou!ld’s wealth and it is liable to 
even greater improvement. Mr. Gould specu- 
lates nowadays to no great extent. His ambi- 
tion to acquire riches has been satisfied. It 
used to be the object of his life to make him- 
self the richest man on earth. He has found 
out, however, that one may acquire so much 
that itis a burden to take care of it. 

For most all of the big deals in Wall street 
pools are made up. Buil pools are naturally 
far more numerous than bear pools. The pur- 
pose of a bull pool is to collect a stock and 
make it scarce in the market. The pool loans 
out the stock to the bears who have sold it 
short and require it for their deliveries. The 
pool is the principal purchaser. Therefore it 
Joans the stock it has bought to the ones who 
sold it. When the stock is called, the bears 
find it hard to obtain. They bid higher and 
higher for it, but still cannot obtain it—they 
are squeezed. They have to pay whatever 
ogee the pool exacts and whatever is their loss 

the pool’s profit. 

A bear poo! is a combination made up to bor- 
row stocks and sejl them with the expectation 
of buying them later at lower prices to return 
tothe lenders. There are usually a great 
many ‘‘stop orders’’ in stock—orders to sell 
when the price has fallen to a certain point. 
The bear poo! relies on large amounts of long 
stock being dislodged and thrown on the mar- 
ket to assist In bring about lower prices. 

Operations on the short side of the market 
are attended with much more risk than those 
on the long side. For that reason the bear 
depend generally on favorable circuinstance 
for the success of their deals. The bulls, on 
the other hand, advance the market by force. 

When he was operating on a large scale, Mr. 
Gould’s first step in a deal was to get the out- 
siders on the wrong tratk. He made people 
believe he was doing exactly the opposite of 
what in fact he was. If he desired to unload 
stocks he would talk them up and have bro- 
kers who were known to do business for him 
buy them. But he would have other brokers 
sell three times as many stocks as were bought 
forhim. If he desired to acquire stocks he 
would pursue the reverse tactics. 

His plan was to buy on a declining scale 
and sell on an advancing scale. It reads like 
8 simple transaction but the thing is to keep 
the market going down or up as may be to the 
advantage of the speculator and here was 
where Mr. Gould showed his consummate art. 

Mr. Gould has not always come out of a deal 
With a profit. He hab been ‘‘cornered”’ and 
made to pav dearly for stocks he needed to 
make his deliveries and again he has been left 
with a large accumulation of stock on his 
hands that he had tosell for much less than 
he bought them. But of course Mr. Gould’s 
Bpeculative account shows @ vast balance in 
his favor. | 

Russell Sage used to be a power in the stock 
market, although strange to say, he was not a 
speculator as the term is accepted. It was 
when he wasselling puts,” ‘‘calls,”’ and other 
“privileges” on stocks. He often bought or 
sold stocks in enormous quantities against his 

rivileges and thus effected important changes 

n prices. Mr. Sage latterly has devoted him- 


_ self almost exclusively to the loaning of money 


and is rarely heard of in the market. Now,if 
he buys stock it is for representation in a prop-, 
erty andif he sellsit is to take a profit or to 
lessen his holding. 

r. Sage has a wonderful head for figures. 

@ never forgets. He doesnot put money into 
& property without careful investigation and 
there is certainly no better judge of values in 
the market. His relations with Mr. Gould are 
Closer than those of any other financier. Both 
have profited immensely by the relationship 
existing between them, 

Addison Cammack, the bear leader, has 
made millions on the side of the market which 
is strewn with financial wrecks. He is a hard- 

ed man who makes sure of his ground. 
He considers it better to wait foropportunities 
than to manufacture them. “If he makes @ 
mistake he remedies it as quickly as he discov- 
ers it and does not build on hope for things to

The amount of 
stock acquired is not great but the people who 
are short of the stock are scared and hurry to 
cover with the result that prices go higher 
still and Mr. Keeve unloads in big blocks at 
the “top.” Thescheme works just as well in 
putting down prices. Mr. Keene has recovered 
en of his lost fortune and is once more an 
mportant figure in speculation. ' 
on 8S. V. White is a bold speculator. It 
is not often that he is found on the short side. 
He is a constitutional bull, but he makes sure 
that a stock is entitled to a higher place before 
he tries to advance it. He won lasting fame 
when he put up Lackawanna in the midst of 
a bear market. Lackawanna has a small cap- 
ital and most of it is held for investment. He 
got the loose stock together and the bears had 
to sue for mercy. 
M@Everybody makes ome | ina bull market 
and pretty nearly everybody loses money in a 
rmarket. When the bears have control of 
the situation the transactions diminish and the 
fluctuations contract, and the opportunities for 
making turns are so small that the ‘outsiders 
forsake the “‘street”’ entirely, leaving the room 
traders to fight among themselves. 

The scenes during a panic ‘in ‘Wall street” 
are thrillingintheextreme. Thestreets about 
the stock exchange are packed with people. 
Clerks and messengers rush hither and thither 
with securities and checks and the offices and 
banks are filled with speculators and brokers 
who are in the case of the first seeking to 
meet the demands for additional margins on 
their accounts and in the case of the second 
additional collateral on their loans. The 
rates for money go up and houses one after 
another announce their suspension which 
would be avoided if they could obtain help for 
even a few hours. No one knows when the 
end will come and’ it requires months to re- 
store shattered confidence. s

AND AN ESTIMATE OF THE COST 


Of Making Them-Long Skirts the 
Thing for Tennis and Country 
Walking.

There is considerable definition this sea- 
gon in what is fashionable for seashore, 
mountain and traveling wear, so that 
ene general analysis will cover the struc- 
tural elements of dress for them all; and 
from the same elements will be developed 
every degree of style, from a recherche 
get-up at Monte Carlo to the quietest 
frock at Ocean Grove. 

A skirt of wool, slightly en train: a jack- 
et of the same, of varying length, open 
widely in front, and a silk blouse 
shirt. This is the framework; in the de 
tails will lie all the differences which 
result in elegance or tawdriness; style or 
rusticity. 

The private dressmakers have stamped 
with approval the following variety of 
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this design. The material is serge, either 
black or dark blue. The skirt sweeps the 
ground about two inches. If this length 
for country walking and tennis playing’ 
seems preposterous, at least we can reflect 
that grass is cleaner than pavements. The 
skirt is after the bell form, but with a 
difference. lf it has a black 6eam this 
seam is sloped iess than formerly, giving 
more fullness at the top, and not quite 
as much the effect of an old umbrella col- 
lapsed. But fashion has grown a little 
weary of the pointed skirt, and the nev 
est idea is to cut the back breadth straight. 
Seams are again in favor, and from the 
seamless skirt we have arrived at the 
skirt with many seams—as many as eight 
~-all welted or corded to make them 
prominent. This is the other extreme. 
One of the most elegant outing skirts is in 
two breadths, front and back, both the 
same width, and both gored on the sides, 
so that two gored seams come together. 
These seams almost meet at the back, and 
the fullness of the back falls over and 
covers them. Another good skirt is as 
follows. The skirt is without trimming. It 
is lined with silk or not lined, according 
to fancy or the weight of the cloth. If not 
lined it is faced six inches deep and has 
several rows of stitching. The.facing 
may be cambric or silk, but stiff facing 
should not be used. A taffeta silk ruffle, 
pinked on both edges, is set underneath 
and covers the facing. 

The jacket must be short to be chic, 
long coats being already out of favor. It 
is fitted in the back, loose in front, may 
or not have revers, and the collar is turn- 
ed over fiat, leaving the high blouse collar 
t) show at the back. The sleeve is the 
mutton leg, with variations’ It should be 
as close to the arm below the elbow as 
the silk sleeve worn underneath will per- 
mit and, in general, the tighter it is the 
greater the style, though sometimes it 
is made to widen or is left open at the 
wrist, to show the blouse sleeve, as is 


pen in our picture of the Figaro jacket 
dress. The flaring cuff is much in vogue. 
The shirt waist is gathered at neck 
and shoulders on a yoke lining. A strip of 
the silk is stretched down each shoulder 
over the gathers, and a drawing string is 
run in at the waist line. The full shirt 
sleeve is gathered into a straight cuff. The 
straight turn-over collar bas its style com- 
pleted by a huge bias silk tie. The waist 
Imay pass under or be worn outside the 
skirt. The belt is of serge, sometimes 
pointed, but most elegantly straight, and 
may be wide and laid in folds. If collar, 
euffs and revers are of an ornamental 
bric the one Sar be of this also. Such 
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but stripes are in vogu 
—. is short behind and sloped down 
onger in the front, The skirt may have 


a border. White wool combines agreeably 
with colered wool when used for facings. 
Thus a blue serge yachting dress shown 
as a model has a widely turned over sailor 
collar, and the belt, faced with white, 
embroidered with blue#as shown in our 
second picture. The skirt is bordered with 
white strapped with blue. A dark red 
cloth has facings of white with red Her- 
cules braid laid over it. A charming gown 
of violet and white striped wool has vio- 
let wool facings, and a violet silk shirt. 
Of course such -gowns as these, with 
white, are suitable for country wear only, 
and not for traveling. 

The elegant modiste makes little or no 
difference between a seashore and a 
mountain dress, as to design, yet one 
might fancy some subtle development of 
the forms that would bring them into 
more harmony with either environment. 
For instance, there is something nautical 
in parallel bands of trimming. In tab 
fastenings, much used this season, one 
is reminded of sailor’s recourse to simple 
inventions. These are the most aesthetic 
fastenings in the world, by the way. The 
full gathered blouse with wind blown frill 
below the belt, the long, fashionable scarf 
flutiering out like a pennant, and the flat, 
rough sailor hat, all speak of the sea. 
The explanation is that horizontal lines 
are symbolic of water. 

Another jacket in vogue is the Figaro, 
which reaches only to the belt. A stylish 
mountain dress is made witl?a skirt of 
striped wool; a Figaro jacket of 
plain color like the colored stripe; white 
blouse, and wide folded belt of the plain 
color, and long crane scarf of the color, 
and broad-brimmed hat. 

The ideal of a traveling cloak is some- 
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thing ample, in which one can bundle up. 
It should therefore not be cut in set de- 
sign, or have details, but is most elegant 
when indefinite in form and possessed of 
the power of easy adjustment to each 
new pose. Experience seems to have giv- 
en the preference for utility to the long, 
loose coat, which may be entirely covered 
with a cape, or have a military cape, 
reaching only to the knee. Sometimes 
there is a triple shoulder cape over the 
long cape, and sometimes there is a hood, 
pointed and plaited and variously deco- 
rated, which will not go onto the head. 
Such a hood vulgarizes the garment. The 
illustration shows a cloak of Scotch tweed 


bordered with cloth deeply serrated. Also 
an English traveling cloak, strapped 
across the back, double breasted, and 
having a hood profusely made, so that it 
does service as a hood. There is also a 
French model which gives the effect of an 
over jacket hanging loose from the shoul- 
ders, and is charming. 

Traveling caps in the market are of 
soft felt of Alpine shape, with creased 
crown and rolled sides, There are also the

The ideas, while quite fresh and new, 
were carried out in materials so simule as 
to bring them within the reach of any 
woman who has a penchant for pretty 
things and at the same time a fairly well 
developed “bump of order.” 

The production of the Louis Quinze 
and Seige periods appears to -be carried out 
in the most minute details of bedroom and 
boudoir; hence the use of cabinets, tapes- 
tries and the Watteau figures and designs, 
so much a “feature” of house decoration. 

A Useful Shoe Box. | 

One of the most useful shoe boxes was 
planned by an artist.

Beside her, on the floor; were two 
very dainty Louis LV. slippers embroidered 
and lined with old rose satin. The back- 
ground was in delicate shades of blue and 
rose, the whole clearly symbolical of the 
use to which the box is to be put. 

As the old-fashioned cross stitch on can- 
vas is again in vogue, the whole covering of 
the box might be done in wool embroidery. 
The box itself might be so long and low and 
broad as to serve most charmingly as a 
window seat. For summer cottages the 
idea may be carried out in any of the sub- 
stantial French cretonnes. Some of these 
are stamped with pictures suitable for such 
a shoe receptacle, and could be tastefully 
utilized as a covering.

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In the first years of its existence the com- 
mittee on prizes had hard work to make 
both ends meet. But public interest in 
the experiment grew each year, and now, 
thanks to gifts and legacies, this branch 
of the union is self-supporting, and quite 
out of debt. 

To be entitled to a prize, a Woman must 
serve at least five years in the same 
household, after which time she receives 
the pin and the certificate. She receives, 
after ten years in the same family, the 
cookbook and 10 marks in gold; after 
twenty years she gets 20 marks, and after 
thirty years in the same household 30 
marks is the sum given. She may receive 
a certain prize every five years if she 
wishes, the only necessary condition be- 
ing that her employer, if not already a 
member of the union, must pay two 
year’s membership fee and a small sum 
towards the prize.

This announce- 
ment eyoked a storm of applause, and the 
audience was much disappointed when told 
that this faithful creature was too old to 
make the journey from her distant country 
home, and that her prize had already been 
forwarded to her. 

Next on the list came another housekeep- 
er, whose term of service had lasted thirty- 
eight years; then a cook of thirty years 
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standing in same household; another of 
twenty-eight; and another of twenty-six. All 
these lived in country towns, not far dis 
tant, and from one who was unable to be 
—" a letter of thanks was read aloud. | 
en came six women, all of whom had 
served twenty-five years in families here in 
Berlin; then one who had served for twenty- 
four years; another for twenty-three, an- 
other for twenty-two, several for twenty 
years, four from fifteen to twenty 
and seven whose term of service 
from five to fifteen years.

‘ Nettles ran away from Selma and next 
showed up in Georgia on the East Tennes- 
see road. After Stafford’s mysterious 
death Nettles went to Florida, and one Sun- 
dav while his wife was attending divine 
service in the Methodist church at Fernan- 
dina, he entered the sacred edifice and open- 
ed fire upon her. His aim was bad, and 
Chief of Police Quinley captured him before 
he could succeed in carrying out his mur- 
derous intention. For this he was fined 
$100 and sent to the chaingang for six 
months. While serving the sentence Ala- 
bama officers arrived and identified Nettles 
as the man wanted at Selma. He was 
taken back for trial and Mr. Quinley’s in- 
formation was that he was convicted and 
sent to the penitentiary for life. 

It is also said Nettles got in trouble not 
long ago in Chauncey, where he was known 
as W. H. Reynolds, and had only got 
out of it just before he came here and was 
arrested for Stafford’s murder. 

A Morning News reporter called at the 
jail and interviewed the prisoner. When 
asked about the murder in Alabama, Net- 
tles became quite excited, and wanted to 
know where the information was secured. 
He admitted that he killed Powell, but 
sail it was in self-defense. He denied hav- 
ing been sentenced for life, and claimed 
that he was acquitted.

A MONUMENT TO THEIR DEAD. 


The Survivors of the Late War in Cabar- 
rus County, N. C., Built It. 


Charlotte, N. C., May 7.—A very handsome 
monument was unveiled today in Concord to 
the memory of the confederate dead of Ca- 
barrus county, and the event was one of great 
note in the history of that town and county. 

Cabarrus contributed an unusual quota of 
soldiers to the confederacy and her dead lie 
on almost every battlefield of the war. They 
were in full force at the first battle of 
Manassas and among those who laid down 
their arms at Appomattox were nearly all of 
the Cabarrus soldiers who had survived the 
war. ; 

In the Cabarrus contingent there were no 
deserters. The bodies of some who fell in 
battle were brought back for interment in 
their mother soil, but hundreds of others 
slumber where the wave of battle rolled. 

Those who came back alive brought records 
of honor with them, and they have honored 
themselves in the monument which was. un- 
veiled today to the memory of their dead 
comrades. 

Rev. Dr. H. W. Bays introduced the speaker 
for the occasion, Hon. William M. Robbins. 
Major Robbins is his war title, and he saw 
about as much of the war as any man living. 

He was major in the celebrated brigade of 
General Barnard BEB. Bee, who was killed at 
Manassas and heard General Bee give Stone- 
wall Jackson the name that will never die. At 
the conclusion of Major Robbins’s oration ‘‘The 
Old North State’’ was rendered by the chorus, 
and the march was taken up to the cemetery, 
where the graves of the confederate dead were 
decorated. 

The monument is a very handsome one of 
Italian marble, beautifully finished and let- 
tered. It stands sixteen feet high and is lo- 
cated on the lawn in front of the county court- 
house. On the face of the monument is this 
inscription : 

"1861. In memoriam. 1865. This monu- 
ment is erected to the memory of the confed- 
rate dead of Cabarrus county, North Caro-

Will Soon Sail Out from. Southern 
Ports 


DIRECT TO DISTANT COUNTRIES. 


The Gigantic Scheme for Direct Trade Is 
Meeting That Favor That It Bo 
Richly Deserves. 


This time direct trade seems to be a go. 

Colonel I. W. Avery and Colonel Thomas 
P. Stovall, leading promoters of the work 
to secure it, have just returned from Savan- 
mah, where they have been most cordially 
receiyed and their work endorsed by promi- 
ment citizens, the mayor, the board of trade 
and the city council. 

These two workers for direct trade be- 
tween the south and European ports come 
back from Savannah more enthused than 
ever in their commendable undertaking. 

They say direct trade has been a pretty 
@ream to the south too long, and speak con- 
fidently in the hope that it will soon be more 
than a pretty dream—a bright reality. 

The south is at last awaking to a full real- 
ization of her marine opportunities, and will 
take advantage of them. She sees that 
her commercial and financial freedom de- 
pends upon direct control of the transporta- 
tion of her products to the great markets 
of the world. 

In Savannah Colonel Avery and Colonel 
Stovall went before the Central railroad 
directors and had a full and fair discussion 


of the question how to secure direct trade. | 


The directors of this great system of rail- 
roads not only sanctioned the movement, 
but promised practical support to it in a 
material and substantial way. 

They then went before the city council 
of Savannah. After laying before the 
counciimen their arguments on behalf of 
the movement, the board unanimously 
adopted the following resolution introduced 
by Councilman Myers: 

City Clerk of Savannah, 
Council. May 5, 1892.—The gla 
ticn was adopted by the city council of Sa- 
vannah this day: By Alderman Myers: ‘“Ke- 
solved, by the city council of Savannah, state 
of Georgia, That it gives an unqualified en- 
dorsement to the movement to make direct 
trade with foreign ports and the south. That 
we see large benefit to the movement for 
Savannah, Georgia and the south, and will 
give it cordial co-operation.”’ ° 

They next went before Savannah's board 
of trade and here they met the same cordial- 
ity and hearty support. The board of trade 
passed resolutions of approval equally as 
emphatic as that adopted by the city coun- 
cil.

The Press Is with Them. 


“Oh, yes,” said Colonel Avery yesterday, 
“we are very much in earnest in this matter 
and can but feel gratified at the success that 
is already promised the movement. We are 
especially pleased to observe that the news- 
age are all with us and are doing much 

or the furtherance of the undertaking. Just 
as soon as the people are brought to see the 
untold benefits to result from direct trade 
between the south and foreign ports, just 
as soon as they see that their agricultural 
and mineral products can be shipped direct 
to great markets at far reduced shipping 
rates, and see at the same time that those 
ships which carry away their products will 
return loaded with immigrants bringing 
along with them a great influx of population 
—an influx of labor and capital for the more 
perfect development of our wonderful re- 
gources—as soon as the people of the south 
fAthantic states come to this realization then 
they will rise up and with a hearty co-opera- 
tion secure these incalculable benefits of 
direct e. 

“That is what we are working for, and 
that is what the south will certainly have, 
and at no distant day.” 

As he finished speaking Colonel Avery 
folded his hands on his crutch, looked pen- 
sively upon the floor a second and then 
wound up with: 

“Yes, we are going to have direct trade 
this time, sure—sure!” 

The Savannah News prints this: 

The movement to secure direct trade be- 
tween ports of the southern states and ports 
of Europe, which has been inaugurated by 
Colonel T. FP. Stovall and Colonel I. W. 
‘Avery, of Atlanta, should receive from the 
southern people every possible encourage- 
ment. They have not yet stated what their 
plan for securing direct trade is. The ar- 
ticles that Colonel Avery has thus far pub- 
lished have pointed out the steady growth of 
the south and the benefits that would accrue 
to her from direct trade, but, doubtless, they 
have a plan which they will explain at the 
proper time. | 

A year or so ago when some of the Far- 
mers’ Alliance leaders began agitating the 
question of direct trade betwéen the south 
and Europe The Morning News stated that 
it did not see how such direct trade could 
be established unless enough capital could 
be secured to insure to steamship lines busi- 
ness not only all the year around, but also 
cargoes from Europe as well as to Europe. 
it is probable that Savannah could supply car- 
goes to Europe all the year around for a 
line of steamers, because she has cotton in 
the winter and naval stores in the summer, 
but she could not provide cargoes from Eu- 
rope to this country, because she has no im- 
porting houses. If she had the capital she 
could do the importing for a large part of 
the south and west. It is apparent that a line 
could not be maintained unless it could get 
cargoes both ways. , 

There is one way, probably, that direct 

trade might be established. 1f the Oecentral 
and Louisville and Nashville railroads, as- 
sisted by the Plant system, should unite in 
support of a direct trade scheme they might 
make it a success. 
They would have to provide the capital 
to establish importing houses in Savannah, 
and it. would pay them probably to do so, 
since they would gradually become the im- 
porters and distributers of the foreign goods 
weeded to supply all the vast section of 
country tributary to them. 

The announcement of the plan of Colonel 
Stovall and Colonel Avery’ will be 
waited for with considerable interest. Unless 
something practical and feasible should be 
suggested no amount of agitation would do 
any good. All unite in saying that direct trade 
would be a good thing. How can it be se- 
cured? That’s the question to which an an- 
ewer is asked. :

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Incidents in the Life of Mi 
rios- Roda. 


Of Madame Ge Hardee who married | 
Senor Roda the other day a New York 


special says: . URGa pees 
The first husband of Madame de Barrios 
was General Juan Buffino de Barrios, 
president of Guatemala. They were mar- 
ried in 1874 under very romantic circum- 
stances. Mme. de Barrios’s father was 
Senor Apracio, a Spanish don, who, hay- 
ing lost his great wealth in mercantile 
pursuits, emigrated to Guatemala and 
settled down to end his days on a small 
coffee plantation. During one of the polit- 


ical upheavals peculiar to the country. 
General de Barrios, then a lieutenant in 


the federal army, camped one night on 
Senor Capricio’s plantation. The old Span- 
iard sympathized with the revolutionists 
and he resented the intrusion by opening 
fire on him and his soldiers. He was assist- 
ed by his wife and daughter, who kept 
him supplied with loaded rifles and occas- 
jonally fired. a few shots themselves. 
Barrios waited until they had spent their 
ammunition and then captured the house- 
hold without difficulty. The next day he 
left, telling Senor Capricio he could not 
make prisoners of so brave a man and 
such a beautiful girl as Senorita Capricio. 
He turned in his saddle as he was leaving 
and said: 

“Tf I were single I would wed the beau- 
tiful Senorita Capricio before the day 
is out.” 

This was in 1871. Three years later, by 
a series of successful politi- 
cal and military strokes, Bar 
rios became general of the army and 
president of the Guatemalan republic. 
in the meantime his wife died, leaving 
him a son three weeks old. President 
Barrios, the day after his election, went 
alone to the home of Senor Capricio and 
announced his intention of marrying Sen- 
orita Capricio. In spite of the most vigor- 
ous protests on the part of Senor and Sen- 
ora Capricio and the tears and entreaties 
of the young girl herself, President Bar- 
rios took Senorita Capricio in his arms 
and mounting his horse rode back to the 
capital, where, at a public festival, they 
were married amid the cheers of the pop- 
ulace. She was then thirteen years old. 

Contrary to the general expectation 
the union turned out to ‘be fihusually 
happy. Mme. Barrios was allowed to bring 
her father and mother to the efecutive 
mansion, and there they lived until Pres- 
ident Barrios was killed by an assassin’s 
bullet on April 2, 1885, and his govern- 
ment was overthrown. Mme. Barrios was 
given twenty-four hours to leave the coun- 
try. She came to New York, where her 
husband had shrewdly invested his 
money, and has lived there ever since, 
with the exceptign of occasional trips to 
Europe. The n r of her children and 
retainers attracted much surprise when 
she first came to New York. Of the for- 
mer there are eight, and of the latter nine.

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“Mr. Ransom, please tell us how it is, 
that you are filling such a responsible posi- 
tion and you not yet thirty years old?’

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LAWYER'S TRICKS. 


How a New York Advocate Works Judges 
and Juries. 


Julian Ralph’s Letter. 

We have in this city a man who is perhaps 
the most picturesque and. peculiar lawyer in 
America. His name is William F. Howe, 
and for twenty years he has been established 
opposite the Toombs prison in a set of offices 
which have béen sought by most of the no- 
torious persons whose encounters with the law 
have been the sensations of the time in the 
criminal courts. I am not to praise 
him, and I only mention him by name be- 
cause he in a great degree illustrates the 
conditions that beset the criminal branch of 
the practice of law precisely as certain other 
barristers who practice in the civil courts 
are adding to history by becoming great pro- 
moters and speculators rather than mere 


counsellors. This Mr. Howe is an. English-— 


, corpulent, genial, 

clothes, enormous 
fingers. and a gen- 
amiability 


man, a very large 
man, with fine and show 
diamonds on his shirt an 
eral atmosphere of good dinipg, 
and unmeasured self-confidence. He has 
what the Irish call “winning ways.’’ He is 
never daunted by the hopelessness of any 
cause that he defends. He appears in court 
as the counsel fer some yvne who has been 
caught redhanded in a murder or other crime, 
and both the court and the jury wonder why 
he has accepted such a retainer and what 
possible argument or _ plea he can 
make the prisoner’s behalf. But 
he has no bag < pre Sggugye om 
He comes p g nto ° court, 
he is very fat, and he bows and shakes hands 
and makes jocular remarks that seem not to 
be intended for the general ear and yet are 
heard by every one and set every one in a 
good humor. When he has a chance to speak 
to the court he remarks that he is glad that 
the case is before that especial tribunal, be- 
cause he has always regarded that particular 
udge as the wisest man since Daniel's days. 
Vhen his turn comes to address the jury 
he is apt to say that he could easily invent 
a cock-and-bull defense and hoodwink the 
public, but that a glance at the faces of the 
jurors convinces him that the men before 
him are the keenest, most intelligent dozen 
of men he ever saw thered in a box and 
that he will deal frankly with them and take 
them into his confidence. He is an actor 
rather than a lawyer—a player upon syimpa- 
thy rather than a man of logic—a stump 
speaker rather than a debater. For years 
he has played his part and has had his 
ups and downs, his successes and reverses, 
and his competitors and trumpeters, but in 
his last case he met the first man who has 
exposed him and laid bare the secrets of his 
methods. The man who exposed him was 
Assistant District Attorney Wellman, and 
what he said will become part of the history 
of the courts in our time—a part, I ventue 
to say, which a novelist like Charles Reade 
could have turned into the ba8is, of an 4bsorb- 
ing romance. 7

and shot him, apparently because she was 
jealous of his relations with others.

argued that (although the woman had told the , 


police that she meant to give her husband 
the choice of returning to her or dying) the 
shooting was unpremeditated, but wholly de- 
fensible, because the man had_ repeatedly 
beaten the woman. As he was finishing his 
appeal for the woman's acquittal Howe ac- 
cused the assistant district attorney of smil- 
ing at him.

men of@the jury, take this pale face and go 
home to your wives and daughters,’ and all 
the time he was pinching her so that she 
would scream and work upon the gentlest 
sympathies of the juryvmen. Mr. Howe is a 
consummate actor, and all this business is a 
play, rehearsed even to the effective pauses, 
so that testimony of three-quarters of an hour 
may be drawn out over three hours and a 
half.”". Mr. Wellman said that when he first 
began his duties as a prosecuting officer he 
thought that every defense, especially the de- 
fenses set up by women, was true and had 
substance in it. He threw out cases. He was 
imposed on. He soon saw how these defenses 
were prepared and rehearsed beforehand and 
were made out of whole cloth. He told of the 
case of an Italian woman who, when she 
was convicted and sentenced to death. was 
represented so weak and ill that she could not 
live more than a few weeks. Consequently 
the governor commuted her sentence to life 
imprisonment, but presently she became 
strong and healthy, and now is one of the 
ment troublesome prisoners in the peniten- 
ary. 

The judge made his charge to the jury in 
the case in hand and the furors soon re- 
turned with a verdict of murder in the second 
degree.

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Frederick Taylor's Adventorous Journey 
Through the Island, 


A WONDERFUL COUNTRY AND ITS PEOPLE. 


His Adventures on the Sacred Island in 
the Interior—Shooting Crocodiles. 


The Gold Fields, 
é 


New York, May 7.—When Mr.  Fred- 
erick Taylor lay moaning in pain and de- 
hirium in the wilds of Ma car last sum- 
mer there seemed small chances that he 
would live to come back to civilized coun- 
tries and tell the story ot his achievements 
in that mysterious anc wonderful island. 
Yet, as he sat in the parlor of his hotel in 
New York, he seemed the picture of health 
and his eyes kindled with enthusiasm anc 
his cheeks were flushed with excitement as 
he told of some of the things which he saw 
and some of the experience which he pas® 
ed through as he crossed the island from 
north to south and east to west in the sum- 
mer and fall of 1891. 

A son of the late Moses P. Taylor, a dis- 
tincuished man of affairs for many years 
in New York city, young Taylor inherited 
wealth and could have spent a life in ease or 
in such pleasures as the so-called 400 of New 
York gives to its members. But when he 
was fifteen years of age the desire to travel 
asserted itself, and since that time he has 
visited many lands and is familiar with 
all parts of the globe and with many por- 
tions which are far outside the paths of 
fashionable or accustomed travel. His re- 
gearches have been recognized by the lead- 
ing societies, so that he is now a life nember 
of the Royal Geographical Society and a fel- 
low of the Authropological society of Lon- 
don, and during the summer months. he is 
to make a report verbally and in writing 
to those two societies respecting his recent 
discoveries. | 

The writer spent several hours with Mr.

Taylor and found him at first somewhat 
averse to chatting for newspaper publica- 
tion. He seemed to have the feeling which 
possesses many of those who travel purely 
for scientific purposes or those of discovery 
that what he had to say mpight be said eith- 
er in reports to recognizet societies or per- 
haps in a book. [Tor he said when 1 ques 
tioned him about his journey, “I simply 
traversed Madagascar from east to west 
and from north to.south remaining in that 
country some seven months.” 

“But,” I suggested. “is it possible to ex- 
plore this island as you have done without 
adventures ?”’ 

Mr. Taylor smiled curiously, shrugged his 
shoulders slightly, anc then said: “I was 
not seeking for adventures; I was looking 
for information regarding those strange peo- 
ple and that strange country.” 

‘“‘And were you successful ?”’ 

“Partially; yet I feel that it is necessary 
to take another journey through the island 
before I can be sure that I know that won- 
derful country and its people well.” 

“Is traveling difficult there?’ 

“In one sense, yes. There is not a road or 
highway on the island). The Hovas which 
are the reigning tribe there are so jealous 
and fearful of white supremacy that they 
will not permit a road to be constructed, 
and if the French who have assumed a 
sort of protectorate over the island should 
attempt to capture the capital it would cost 
them at least 20.000 men before they 
reached it. 

‘There are nothing but paths. There is 
not a horse or mule or other beast of burden 
upon that island. Nine million of people 
and the only method of carriage. which 
they have is upon the broad backs of the 
strong men.” 

‘““How then did you travel?” I asked him. 
“Did you make a pedestrian tour?’ 

“At Tamatave, which is the chief town on 
the eastern coast, 1 was very kindly treated 
by the governor and by his help 1 secured 
twenty-eight porters, strong, lusty fellows; 
some Of them carried my provisions and 
some of them carried me. They have a 
primitive sort of carriage, consisting of a 
canvas seat with footrests fastened to two 
iron poles. I was thus seated and four of 
the men, two in front and two in the rear, 
put the poles upon their shoulders and car- 
ried me much of the way. Part of the 
journey, however, was made by canoes, 
and while going up and down the precipitous 
mountain sides I got out and walked. 
Suppose my greatest danger, with one ex- 
ception, was in crossing these mountain 
ranges. Had the porters been treacherous 
they could have pushed me over a precipice 
and had they not been careful I might have 
taken many missteps which would have 
hurled me hundreds of feet below.’ 

I asked Mr. Taylor something about the 
scenery and he described it as exquisite 
along the coast, while the mountain scenery 
is grand, but in the interior the country is 
desolate and barren and does not even fur- 
nish sustenance for wild beasts. 

““There are a few pumas, something like 
the American mountain lion, and some 
snakes, but the traveler in Madagascar has 
nothing to fear from ferocious beasts, and 
the huntsman will find little sport there ex- 
cept in shooting ducks and crocodiles. 

Crocodile Shooting. 


Mr. Taylor, becoming interested as he 
proceeded with his description, narrated the 
story of his sport shooting crocodiles. Said 
he: “There is a sacred island in the Lake 
Itasy on which lives a sacred nobleman 
along with his wives. I was determin 
to see this old fellow, but I found that my 

rters had an unutterable horror of cross- 
ng the lake. ‘They believed that it would 
be death for them to go to that sacred is- 
land. I said to them, ‘You will go, that 
nobleman is not your king, but I am now,’ 
and I used another argument more awe-in- 
spiring that the sacred prunes of that mys- 
terious nobleman could possibly have been. 
So the men paddled me out and at last I 
touched the island, and there stood the no- 
bleman, with much assumed dignity and real 
astonishment, his robe wrapped around him 
and he glaring at me. But I went up to 
him and hit him a thumping whack on the 
shoulder, saying: ‘Hullo, old man, how are 
you?’ and he’ melted at once. He was 
very courteous to me, showed me around the 
island, where there was nothing particular 
to see, and then indicated where the croco- 
diles Were, — men paddled me out to a 
point near the sho 
the banks 
odiles.

from ambush and most of them were Kill- 
ed. I heard of it. I could 

nor could I remain where I was and 

to prepare to defend myself and party. 
did so successfully.” 

Mr. Taylor seemed loath to go into partic- 
ulars of what must have been a bloody skir- 
mi He admitted that he was attacked, 
that two of his party were killed, that a 
battle was fought for some hours and that 
the savages were at length dispersed. He 
seemed sincerely to regret that he had been 
compelled to use his weapons and declared 
that wg was the only unpleasant recollec- 
tion o s trip. 

Upon the west coast Mr. ee found 
some exquisite specimens of orchids. He 
has seen the orchids of Borneo, Australia 
and South America, but he says in beauty, 
delicacy and size none of them can compare 
with the orchids of Madagascar. He also 
found there a gigantic specimen of tulip, 
pure as snow, delicate as wax, and more 
graceful than any of the European speci- 
mens, -notwithstanding its enormous size. 
His specimens of the flora of Madagascar 
will be exhibited at the world’s fair in Chi- 
cago. 

Madagescar Gold. 

“We hear,’ I said, “much about enor- 
mous deposits of gold in Madagascar, and 
it would be interesting to know whether 
you saw any evidences of it.” 

“Pyvidences?”’ said he. “‘Why, the half 
has not. been told.”’” Here he put his hand 
into his pocket and drew forth a nugget of 
alluvial gold, absolutely pure, which he him- 
self picked up near the bed of a mountain 
stream. In the crevices of it some of the 
sand still remained. It was a specimen 
which would have made one of the argo- 
nauts crazy with excitement. Mr. Taylor 
had it valued when he reached London, and 
was told that it was worth a little over 
sixteen dollars. 


“There is no doubt,” said he, “that the. 


gold mines of Madagascar are enormously 
rich. Geologists who have been there unite 
in this opinion. California or Australia 
prospectors would go wild if they saw the 
country. Yet, until white men obtain domi- 
nation there, these deposits will be of 
little value. It is impossible to secure con- 
cessions from. the Hovas except upon an 
agreement to pay them 55 per cent of the 
output, and that is practically prohibitive 
restriction. Two cdheessions have been 
granted, but this royalty is so enormous 
that the owners of them have practically 
made no money.” 

“But will not the knowledge that this 
island is so rich in gold untimately lead to 
its mastery by the French?’ I asked. 

“There are 9,000,000 of people in Mada- 
gascar. The Hovas, which is the reigning 
tribe, are unquestionably of Malay descent, 
and they are shrewd enough to see that if 
the French or other civilized people get a 
foothold there their own power is doomed, 
and they will gradually become extinct. 
They employ foreigners to build their arm- 
ies, they have guns and a cartridge factory, 
and because they have no roads they are 
practically inaccessible. Therefore, 1 am 
inclined to doubt whether in our day at 
least it will be possible to reap the royal 
riches which these mountains contain. They 
have inexharstible mines of copper and of 
magnetic iron. but no coal whatever.” 

As Mr. Taylor was glancing over his pho- 
tographs something in one of them suggested 
to him the aepyornis’ egg. Said he: ‘Do 
you know they have in Madagascar a very 
wonderful egg, laid by an extinct species of 
gigantic ground pigeon? It is found by dig:- 
ging in the sand, where it has lain buried for 
ages. The egg is ten times that of the size 
of the ostrich, and I believe that not more 
that ten or twelve of them have been dis- 
covered. They are very valuable and easily 
fetch as much as $500 apiece. One 
will be exhibited with my collection. I for- 
got, speaking of eggs, one rather unpleasant 
experience | had. After I had had my fight 
with the Sakalavas I was not personally 
disturbed but they have an insulting custom 
to show their dislike of white people. When 
a traveler comes among them whom they re- 
gard with favor it is the highest courtesy 
not only to give him a hut but also to send 
to him a female who becomes his slave, but 
when the traveler is disliked they send in- 
stead rotten eggs, and the effect may be 
imagined. It entails -an unpleasant night 
to say the least. 1 remember one incident 
in one of the villages which happened while 
I was there. A slave had a very cruel mas- 
ter, and. desiring to escape this master the 
slave conceived a stratagem which was 
successfully executed. He killed a bullock 
and drank an enormous quantity of warm 
bullock’s blood. Then he went into the 
Senge of his master and vomited the 

lood before him. The master was fright- 
ened, thinking his slave had broken a blood- 
vessel and at once gave him away.” 

“Did you see any specially peculiar peo- 
ple on this island? There are strange stor- 
ies told about some of them?’ I asked. 

“Well, yes, L did. In the northwestern 
part of the island I saw in the distance a 
verv remarkable tribe of dwarfs. As near 
as I could judge none of them was over four 
feet tall, many of them much shorter. They 
were so timid that it was impossible to.get 
anywhere near them, and they are regarded 
by the other tribes with so much contempt 
that they let them severely alone. My in- 
terpreter told me that they spoke a rude 
sort of gibberish, lived on fish, spent much 
of their time like monkeys in the trees and 
were cave-dwellers. I was very anxious 
to get near enough to them to overcome 
their timidity and study them, but it was 
impossible. I also saw something which I 
do not know exactly how to describe. I 
was told of it while I was in the capital, 
and also told that it belonged to the queen, 
who regarded it as a curiosity. I went to 
see it and indeed I found it was. From 
the waist down it was the body and legs 
of a boy, but its head, shoulders and paws, 
for they were not arms, were almost ex- 
actly like those of a lemur. The lemur is 
the only species of the ape or monkey tribe

which lives in Madagascar, and these ani- 
mals are very affectionate, gentle and easily 
tamed. I examined this curiosity, thinking 
that it might possibly suggest the connect- 
ing link. I was told that there were others 
on the island, but I believe them to be noth- 
ing more than lusi naturae.”’

“It was my good fortune to in the 
ca at the time of the fan-drona festi- 
val, which in other words in nothing but 
the sacred festival of the queen’s annual 
bath. On the day before the, festival the 
nobles and the invited guests of whom I 
was one were assembled in the room in 
the palace and were seated Turk fashion 
upon the floor or ground. Then there was 
a feast, and in the evening torches were 
lighted all around the city and in such a 
manner as to indicate the tradition of the 
ancient fire-worshipers. On the following 
day there was another feast. The nobles 
built a fire, cooked rice and put in the pot 
the meat which was left over from the feast 
of the year before, which had been carciully 
preserved by jerking. It is a sacrilege to 
allow a bit of this meat to be-wasted. In 
addition to that fAthhey brought bullock’s 
meat and they cut a bit of flesh out of the 
flank of a live bullock and brought it to 
me as a special honor, and it was then 
cooked and I, of course, out of courtesy, 
was obliged to eat it. During the feast 
the queen sat upon her throne presiding 
over the ceremony with great dignity, and 
by her side was the prime minister, her hus- 
band, a man sixty-five years of age, al- 
though he looked much younger. After the 
feast the queen retired to an apartment 
adjoining the feasting hall and here she took 
her bath in a silver bathtub. A half hour 
later she returned bearing in her hands a 


large silver bowl perforated like the nozzle | 


of a watering-pot, and wen she went around 
sprinkling every one of the nobles afd 
pe and blessing the water as she did so. 
Vhen she came to me as a mark of special 
favor, as my interpreter told me, she not only 
oe me. but she tilted the vessel so 
that I was well drenched with this sacred 
water. This is the great sacred festival of 
the year, and althéugh it is the festival of 
the queen’s annual bath, it is not just to in- 
fer that her majesty takes only one bath 
a year, but she takes only one sacred bath. 
The queen has no children, and when her 
reign ends the throne will pass to the next 
in line, a ‘person who is now a boy of some 
eight or nine years of age, 
Madagascar Myths. 


“T have made a collection of some of the 
myths, strange traditions and sort of folk- 
lore of those people, and«some of them are 
of extraordinary interest. Two examples, 
perhaps, will illustrate the nature of them. 
There are two mythical animals in Mada- 
gascar in which all the people absolutely be- 
lieve. One of them is a strange creature, 
which lives in a cave, and which would do 
terrible things were it not captured and de- 
stroyed in a strange way. They take a 
baby and put it in a pot with perforated 
cover, so that it will have air, and then set 
the pot a few yards away from the mouth 
of the cave in which this beast is supposed 
to live. They dig a pit between the pot and 
the mouth of the cave and then go away 
for a few hours. They believe that during 
their absence the beast comes out that he 
may devour the baby, but falls into the pit 
and is annihilated. They believe that as 
absolutely as do little children in England 
and America in the existence of the Bogy- 
Iman or Santa Claus. 

“They also believe absolutely in the ex- 
istence of a donkey which has but two legs, 
one front and one hind leg, which is never- 
theless so fleet-footed that as he runs over 
the land he cannot be seen.”’ 

Mr. Taylor expects to return to Madagas- 
ear after he has addressed the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society and has published a brief 
report of what he saw and experienced in 
that country. His conversation is most fas- 
cinating and in the report above: given only 
a few of the interesting things which he 
said have been quoted..

A MOONSHINER’S SHREWD PLAN 


For Getting His Trial Put Off Until the 
Next Term of Court, andIt Worked 
to Perfection. 


David C. Wheeler, of Jasper, who became 
known as the most intelligent moonshiner 
ever confined in the Atlanta jail, and who 
spent two long years between its walls, 
ended another week’s stay there last week. 

This time Wheeler’s incarceration was 
somewhat remarkable, and shows that he 
is a shrewd, far-seeing fellow. 

Wheeler will be remembered as one of 
the several men charged with the famous 
Sea Field conspiracy in Jasper county, or 
with being a member of the lawless gang 
known as the Honest Men’s Briends and 
Protector’s Association, ccrmteak daee many 
dark crimes were laid. 

About one dozen or more men were ar- 
rested charged with being members of the 
gang, which burnt houses and threatened 
the lives of men with impunity for a long 
time. 

The trial of the men resulted in the con- 
Viction of several. John and Seab Lands- 
downe, now famous in Georgia's eriminal 
annals, went to the penitentiary for life. 

Wheeler. who was at one time said to be 
a leader of the gang was acquitted. 

No sooner was he acquitted of the charge 
of conspiracy than the more serious charge 
of arson Was made against him. He was 
kept in the Atlauta jail, the offense not be- 
ing a bailable one. For over two years he 
was kept in the jail, and no prisoner ever 
deported himself in a quieter manner. 

A few mouths ago Wheeler was taken to 
Pickens county for trial, but soon after his 
arrival there, upon the consent of the judge 
of the superior court, he gave bond. 

Last week was court week in Jasper, and 
the case against Wheeler was expected to 
come up. Wheeler was at home at work 
on his farm, seemingly ready for his trial. 

A day or so before the opening of court 
a deputy marshal appeared and arrested 
Wheeler. It was on the old, and very 
common charge of “violating the internal 
revenue laws, by carrying on the business 
of a distillery.” 

The charge was an old one, dating way 
back to 1889, out of date and already for- 
gotten, but W heeler made no protest. 

He accompanied the marshal will ily 
enough, and although he could have given 
bond with the — of ease, he came to 
Atlanta and was placed in jail again.

THE NEW YORK MARK ET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


New York, May,7.—The stock market today 
was quiet and in the main strong, but it was 
harrow as at any time during the week, pre- 
senting few features of interest in the gen- 
list, showing only slight fiuctuations. 
A great feature of the day was the extraor- 
dinary animation in Omaha common, which 
rose to first place in dealings, while reaching 
higher prices than in many months. Stock 
rose from 501-2 last night to 523-8. A por- 
tion of this was lost, while preferred stock 
was stubbornly held at the highest point. 
Reading was active as usual, but displayed 
no vitality, and was traded in within narrow 
limits with the rest of the market. Indus- 
trials were, the most prominent features after 
Omaha, and a substantial rally in sugar, 
owing principally to the covering of shorts 
in stock was helped by the rise in Chicago 
Gas, which carried its price above 80 on the 
expectation of insreased dividends in. future. 
A bear drive was made at Lackawanna, 
which was supposed to be for the purpose 
of shaking out enough stock to enable opera- 
tors interested to cover their shorts, which 
seem at present to be the object of most of 
the raids made. Prices yielded readily to 
these attacks, owing to lack of speculative in- 
terest in the market, but stocks are so tightly 
held that buying to cover immediately sends 
them back again and little is gained. The 
issue of the bank statement, which was a most 
unfavorable exhibit, had some influence in 
creating a reaction in late dealings, and many 
of the list were carried down below openin 
figures. The market never rallied, but close 
heavy, with most stocks within the smallest 
fractions of last night’s figures.

HARRISON'S AGOKY COMES FIRST, 


And There Is Strong Probability 
That He May Be Defeated. 


THEN THE DEMOCRATS WILL MEET. 


Mr. Cleveland Oannot Be Nominated—Mr. 
Hill’s Chances Grow Stronger, 
The Races.

Washington, May 7.—(Special.)}—One 
month from today the republican conyen- 
tion meets. 
And forty-five days from today the 
democratic convention will be called to 


order. 
Still no man can predict with any de- 
gree of certainty who will be the nominee 


of either party. 

There is much opposition to Mr. Har 
rison within his own party. But Harrison 
has the machine and he’s working it for 
all it’s worth. All the republican leaders 
agree that Blaine can get the nomination 
if he will come out squarely and declare 
he will accept if nominated.- Many of 
them believe either McKinley or Bob Lin- 
coln could defeat Harrison, but the cool- 
est caiculators of the situation are of the 
epinion that Blaine is the only man who 
“an turn the president down. 

Thus it is, if Blaine will say he will 
accept, he can be nominated; otherwise, 
there will be a clean sweep for Harrison, 
though his opponents declare almost any 
one can be nominated over him. 

The democratic situation is a thousand 
times more mixed. 

Mr. Cleveland will not be nominated. 
He cannot get the necessary two-thirds 
of the convention on the first ballot, and 
his supporters will desert him in large 
blocks on each succeeding ballot. The 
country, and even his most earnest sup- 
porters, are beginning to realize that the 
party would make a serious mistake to 
nominate a man opposed by the people of 
his own state, and a man who cannot be 
elected. They fear it will be impossible 
for him to carry his own state, and the 
democrats of the country are practical 
enough to realize that to nominate him 
would be a serious blunder. All democrats 
agree that what we want is a man with 
whom we can wih. 

Now as to Senator Hill. His boom is 
stronger now than it has been for several 
months. The fact that the New York poli- 
ticians assert unanimously and with posi- 
tiveness that he can carry the Empire 
State by a large majority, and that New 
Jersey and Connecticut politicians de- 
clare he can carry both states with ease, 
have strengthened him materially. Again 
Senator Hill has a powerful following in 
Massachusetts that has surprised the 
Clevelandites. Of thirty votes, Senator 
Hill will undoubtedly have ten. Then in 
the south and west Senator Hill will have 
a much larger number of delegates to the 
convention than his opponents give him 
the credit for. 

Indeed, on the first ballot the votes 
will be about evenly divided between 
Cieveland and Hill with the Cleveland 
people more inclined to Hill than vice 
versa. 

After a few ballots the dark horses 
will commence running in and then the 
excitement of the convention will be on. 

Senator German will be a strong man 
before the convention but so long as 
either Cleveland or Hill holds out it will 
be difficult for any one to win. It is pre 
dicted that Mr. Cleveland will retire after 
several ballots and attempt to throw his 
vote to some western man, and in that 
lies Mr. Hill’s greatest chance of success. 

Should Mr. Cleveland attempt anything 
like this, Mr. Hill will be nominated, but 
if both hold out for several days there 
might be a deal between the friends of 
the two in favor of some outsider which 
would. result in a nomination. 

Mr. Hill, himself, feels quite confident 
that he can be nominated. 

Congressmen and the Races. 


The races have ended and the leaders 
of the two houses of congress can now 
apply the whip to legislation and do some 


‘speeding on the home stretch. 


If congress $8 going to adjourn during 
the first part of July, as it probably will, 
legislation will be coygsiderably speeded 
between now and then. : 

By the way, speaking of races, they 
have a wonderful fascination for the aver- 
age number of congressmen. They attract 
statesmen with the power of an electro 
magnet over ten penny nails. But differ- 
ent from the effect of a magnet, when 
the power of attraction is removed, the 
average congressman is not left in his 
former shape like the nail. He is usually 
minus the congressional salary for which 
he has labored. Many of them are now 
sadder_but wiser men. Visions of easily 
gotten wealth have disappeared, and 
empty pockets prevail. 

Still there are exceptions. A few con- 
gressional habitues of the course have 
been wining and dining their friends 
for several days on the profits of their 
small “flyers” and will continue to do so 
for several days to come. 

A western congressman went out a few 
evenings ago with one hundred dollars 
and returned with twenty-two hundred. 
His first bet was a ten-to-one shot, on 
which he placed his all. His horse won by 
&® nose and his ticket cashed in eleven 
hundred. He then struck a two-to-one 
for five hundred and a place horse 
brought him an additional hundred.

The Fight Against Harrison. 

Senator Quay and Thomas C. Platt, of 
New York, held a little anti-Harrison con- 
ference of their own here tonight. They 
decided that President Harrison should not 
be the nominee of the republican party. 
Quay was to have attended a conference 
of republican leaders in Pittsburg today, 
but Platt wired him to remain here in 
order that they could confer today. The 
New York and Pennsylvania bosses spent 
two hours together this evening. They dis- 
cussed the situation at length, and agreed 
that it would be best to work up the anti- 
Harrison sentiment without urging the name 
of any man for the nomination yet awhile 
Indeed Mr. Platt suggested that New 
York was now anti-Harrison and it would 
be an easy matter to keep the delegates 
simply anti-Harrison, than to Loom any 
particular man for the nomination yet 
awhile. Quay agreed with him that, per- 
haps, it was best thus, and the two men 
decided that no nominees should be agreed 
upon until the delegates reached Minneapo- 
lis. Neither had any doubt but that it 
Would be an easy matter to defeat Harrison.

A significant feature of the conference be- 
tween Quay and Platt is that Chauney 
Depew happened to drop in here tonight 
with several railroad nagnates and that he 
and Platt met after the conference at the 
Pennsylvania depot and had quite a chat in 
& private car. 
Working for Free Coinage. 

Mr. Pierce, of Tennessee, has commenced 
to boom the free coinage question in the 
house again. Today he started a new peti- 
tion to the committee on rules to bring in 
a rule ee for a vote upon a free coin- 
age bill. He claims to have 103 signatures. 
If that be true he needs but ten more names 
to get the requisite majority of the party. 
Ihe chances are, however, that he will never 
get it up, for the democrats feel that they 
can t endorse the gag rules which they have 
fought for twenty years. 

Booming Uncle Jerry. 

Uncle Jerry Rusk’s friends, realizing the 
seriousness of the opposition to President 
Harrison’s renomination, are attempting to 
build up a boom for the former. They be- 
lieve he could poll the farmer vote of the 
country and are using that argument in his 
favor. But Uncle Jerry is not admired by 
the politicians who make presidents, or, 
at least, who bring out the timber and for 
that reason the chances are that he will not 
be in it. 

McKinley, Blainc and Reed are the men 
they are looking to. They want Blaine if 
he will assist in his own cause but other- 
wise the chances are they will center’ upon 
McKinley and make the contest in the con- 
vention between he and the president. 

The ee friends are very much 
annoyed at the powerful forces crystalizing 
against him and are attempting to have it 
heralded to the country that he already has 
practically enough votes instructed for him 
to make his nomination a surety. 

But that is bosh. It is beginning to look 
as though the republicans will have just as 
heated a fight in their convention as the 
democrats are sure te have. Either Mr. 
Harrison will destroy the opposition and be 
renominated by a practically unanimous 
convention or else he will be defeated. 

Mr, Moses’s Pension Sill. 


Mr. Moses’s bill to pension survivors of the 
Indian war which passed the house several 
days ago reads as follows: 

Be it enacted by the senate and house of 
representatives of the United States of Ameri- 
ca in congress assembled, That the secretary 
of the interior be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized and directed to place on the pension roll 
the names of the surviving officers and en- 
listed men, including marines, militia, and vol- 
unteers of the military and naval service of 
the United States, who served for thirty of 
in the Black Hawk war, the Creek war, the 
Cherokee disturbances, or the Florida war 
with the Seminole Indians, embracing a pe- 
riod from 1882 to 1842, inclusive, and were 
honorably discharged, and such other officers, 
soldiers, and sailors as may have been person- 
ally named in any resolution of congress, for 
any specific service in said Indian wars, al- 
though their term of service may have been 
less than thirty days, and the surviving wid- 
ows of such oflicers and enlisted men; provid- 
ed, that such widows have not remarried; 
provided further, that this act shall not apply 
to any person not a citizen of the United 
States. 

Sec. 2. That pensions under this act shall 
be at the rate of $8 per month, and payable 
from and after the passage of this act, for and 
during the natural lives of the persons enti- 
tled thereto. 

Sec. 3. That before the name of any per- 
son shall be placed on the pension roll under 
this act, proof shall be made, under such rulés 
and regulations as the secretary of the inte- 
rior may prescribe, of the right of the appli- 
cant to a pension; and any person who shall 
falsely and corruptly take any oath required 
under this act shall be deemed guilty of per- 
jury; and the secretary of the interior shall 
cause to be stricken from the pension roll 
the name of any person whenever it shall be 
made to appear by proof satisfactory to him 
that such name was put upon such roll through 
faise and fraudulent representations, and that 
such person is not entitled to a pension under 
this act. The loss of the certificate of Gis- 
charge shall not deprive any person of the 
benefits of this act, but other evidence of 
service performed and of an honorable dis- 
charge may be deemed sufficient. 

See. That this act shall not apply to any 
person who is receiving a pension at the rate 
of $8 per month or more, nor to any person 
receiving a pension of less than $8 per month, 
except for the difference between the pension 
now received (if less than $8 per month) and 
$8 per month. 

Sec. 5. That the pension laws now in 
force, which are not inconsistent or in con- 
flict with this act, are hereby made a part of 
this act, so far as they. may be applicable 


thereto. 

Sec. 6. That section 4716 of the revised 
statutes is hereby repealed, so far as the 
same relates to this act or to pensioners under 
this act. 
Early Adjournment. 

Chairman .Holman, of the appropriations 
committee, says if enough democrats will 
remain in Washington to keep a quorum 
in the house, the appropriation bills ‘will 
soon be passed, and congress will surely ad- 
journ by the 15th of July.

Retires from the Race for the Federal 


Congress, 
AND WRITES A STIRRING LETTER, 


In Which He Pleads for Independ- 
ence of Thought, 


AND REFUSES TO BE  PINIONED 


Tothe-Will of a Caucus or of }Political 
Leaders Who Assume 
to Boss. 


Rome, Ga., May %.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Seaborn Wright, this afternoon, made 
known to a few friends his determination 
not to enter the congressional race. 

From one end of the seyenth congres- 
sional district to the other, the name of 
Seaborn Wright has been sounded from 
thousands of lips as the champion of the 
people in their great struggle for relief. 
That his withdraWal will be the occasion 
of great surprise will express it but mild- 
ly. Not only does he withdraw his name 
from the present congressional race, but 
it looks as if he forever quits the political 
field of combat. Here is the card he pub- 
lishes in tomorrow morning’s Tribune: 

Mr. Wright’s Letter. 

Editor Tribune.—Some time since I joined 
the present proprietors of The Tribune, and 
bought the paper. It was announced by the 
press of the state that the purchase meant 
my candidacy for congress. Several weeks 
ago I sold my interest in The Tribune, and 
was very much surprised that nobody ac- 
cepted it as a withdrawal from the race. 1 
have never been a candidate for congress. 
The position I occupy was one of simple wil- 
lingness to accept a nomination if the people 
were determined to force it upon me, aud I 
was inclined to help the people by mak- 
ing a few political speeches over the district. 

I don’t like the attitude of being a candi- 
date for office. To begin with it makes a 
coward of nine men out of ten. They beceme 
afraid of their honest convictions, They are 
forced ‘to pander to popular prejudices. They 
find themselves apologizing for the many 
acts of their past life, and shuffling to con- 
form to the opirion of others. I have been 
a free lance in politics all my life. I think 
I shall continue to be, regardless of every- 
thing, and strike for the right as I understand 
it. I want to -be in a position where I can 
say to the democratic party: ‘If you ignore 
the great questions of financial relief for the 
peoje, and make the issue alone upon a bob- 
tail reduction of the tariff, that you will get 
the stuffing knocked out of you, and you ought 
to get it.”” I want to remain where I can say 
to the people’s party: “If you want the sup- 
port of honest men you must take a manly 
stand in favor of a radical reduction of the 
tariff, come out squarely for financial reform 
and keep clear of boodle resolutions.’’ 

Modern day politics requires a man to 
swallow every plank in his party platform, 
and surrender his conscience to political cau- 
cuses. I would not have the blood of my 
father in my veins if I subscribed to any such 
doctrine. Again, when a man _ becomes 
a candidate for office it puts a 
selfish tinge upon all his utterances, 
and men who heard him gladly 
before, look upon him with suspicion. I had 
rather have the common men of the nage oe 


believe in my political integrity, have fait 
in my loyal devotion to their cause, than all 


the offices in Christendom. Again, 1 say ft 


without malice, I had rather have a few pro- 
scriptionists who belive that all democracy is 
concentrated in their minute craniums un- 
derstand my contempt for their pretensions, 
than by bowing an inch to them obtain the 
questi@able distinction of being an American 
office holder. 


‘he times are ripe for change, if not for 


reyalution. The thoughts of men have broad- 
ened with the progress of the sun. New 
problems are confronting the people, demand- 
ing immediate solution. It is well enough for 
aspiring politicians to get astride the teach- 
ings of Thomas Jefferson and bawl themselves 
hoarse about their unfaltering democracy. 
Let the dead bury its dead and follow in the 
wake of modern civilization. I subscribe to 
the political doctrines of Jeffdrson; but more, 
I stund for freedom of trade, believing it a 
legal and a moral wrong _.to tax one industry 
to support another.

would represent democratic principles and act

Savannah and Boston. 


We are glad to see that the business 
men of Boston are disposed to taken an 
interest in the development of the river 
and harbor of Savannah. It betrays the 
existence of large and broad views when 
the Merchants’ Association of . Boston 
adopts a resolution urging congress to 
muke an adequate appropriation for the 
work of deepening the channel of the 
river at Savannah and improving the 
harbor. 

The resolution does not proceed merely 
from a desire to benefit Savannah, but 
Boston has discovered that its business 
connections with the Georgia port, and, 
through that port, with the larger west 
and southwest are every day growing 
more iggportant. 

What is necessary in the case of the 
river and harbor of Savannah is that con- 
gress shall make such an appropriation 
as will forward the work without delay. 
The pinching and piddling policy which 
has heretofore been pursued, results in 
the spending of large sums in the aggre- 
gate with little or no improvements to 
show for it. 


The Schoolbook Question. 

The people of Georgia in the aggregate 
pay no heavier tax than that which is 
collected yearly by the publishers. of 
schoolbooks. This tax is in the nature of 
a neavy drain on the resources of poor 
p2ople who have large families of chil- 
dren of school age. It is a tax, too, which 
is made more onerous by the connivance 
of school teachers aad school boards, 
many of whom receive commissions on 
th? new books purchased for their schools 
an pupils. 

These remarks are suggested by the 
symptoms which we see in the news 
papers of the aggressive effort which the 
great syndicate of northern schoolbook 
publishers is making to crush out all com- 
petition. All over the south the agents 
of this concern and the agents of others 
are carrying on a bitter controversy in 
the newspapers. As these attacks and 
counter-attacks are paid for at so much 
a line, the controversy is probably a good 
thing for the newspapers, and we are 
far from entering any objection to that 
particular form of amusement. But the 
whole matter, sifted and shaken up, sug- 
gests some reflections which we venture 
to set forth. 

It may as well be admitted that the 
book trust is a big thing. Although it has 
not crushed out all competition, it may 
be said to control 90 per cent of the 
schoolbook business of the country. It 
practically dictates the spirit, style and 
character of the schoolbooks that are 
used in the south. We are neither com- 
plaining nor criticising. It is inevitable 
that a monopoly should seek to wield its 
powers to the fullest extent. Its sole aim 
is to make money with the least amount 
of friction. The consolidation was for that 
especial purpose, and that purpose will 
be carried by precisely the methods that 
any other monopoly would employ. We 
do not propose to quarrel with these meth- 
ods or with the monopoly, but we do 
object most seriously to some of the re- 
sults. j 

One of these results is the severely alien 
spirit that is conveyed in some of the 
textbooks; another is the conventional 
and perfunctory style in which the books 
are prepared. They are cheap and tawdry 
in what may be called their intellectual 
department. The reason of this is clear; 
they are prepared for other markets, and 
the surplus must be worked off here. 
We do not aim this criticism, if the state 
ment of a commonplace fact can be call- 
ed a criticism, at the products of the 
book trust alone. It will apply to all 
books prepared with an eye to the north- 
ern markets. 

In point of fact, we have mentioned the 
book trust merely because information 
has come to our ears that it is now pre 
paring to suppress its southern agencies 
and wipe out its visible connection with 
the public and deal exclusively with 
school boards and teachers. We have 
been and are still under the impression 
that the people out of whom this enor- 


- mous school tax is collected should have 
some voice in the transaction. Tey’ 


should have an opportunity to examine 
the books for which they pay two prices. 
The condition of things is bad enough 
now, with convement agencies in’ the 
towns and cities. It will be worse when 
these agencies are closed. Will the books 
be any cheaper? We do not hesitate to 
say that they will not. The trust will save 
the agents’ commissions and the books 
will cost the public as much, if not more, 
than they do now. 

What is the remedy? There are tremen- 
dous profits in schoolbooks. The trust and 
its competitors are able to keep up an 
immense army of traveling and local 
agents, and they spend large sums in 
advertising their foolish controversies. It 
is a’ very big business. There is money in 
it. We thi. it would be an easy matter 
to establish in Atlanta a publishing house 
for southern schoolbooks which, by good 
management, would occupy the whole 
southern field, and not only prove to be 
& money-making enterprise, but supply 
our children with textbooks more in sym- 
pathy with the historic events in which

A Hopeless Republican. 

The Chicago Tribune is a stalwart 
republican organ, but it sees no virtue 
in force bills. 

Our contemporary says that the Fior- 

ida republicans who claim that it is use- 
less for them to put a ticket in the field, 
until they are protected by a national 
election law, do not understand the situ- 


ation. The Tribune says: 

The delegates to the state convention, how- 
ever, have fallen into the common southern 
error of supposipg that congress has the 
power to enact any valid or constitutional 
national election law which would enable 
southern republicans to vote and have their 
ballots counted for any county or state office, 
for members of the legislature, or even for 
presidential electors. Congress can control 
nothing except the lower house congressional 
elections. It is true that if but one ticket 
were yoted for, and it contained the names 
of all the county, state and federal candi- 
dates, as is done at the north, there would be 
some show of protection by reason of the 
presence of the names of the congressional 
candidates thereon. But in the south such a 
ticket as this is not allowed. The candidates 
fire separated in some states, and would be 
in all if it were necessary, as, for instance, 
in South Carolina, where seven separate 


I tickets for seven separate ballot boxes have to 


be cast. Of course, this means the dis- 
franchisement of the bulk of colored voters, 
there being no one to explain the system to 
them or to see that they get the right votes 
in the right boxes, while the illiterate white 
democrats, who are almost as numerous as 
the illiterate negroes, are coached by the white 
election officials, who have absolute control of 
the voting machinery. A ‘“force’’ bill might 
protect the one vote for congressman, and 
there its jurisdiction would stop. Hard and 
unjust as it may seem, under the constitution 
there is no power vested in congress by 
which it can protect the complainants in their 
right to vote and have their votes counted as 
against the will of the solid white demo- 
cratic element. 

A constitutional force bill executed by 
constitutional methods would be an 
empty threat; any other would be killed 
by the courts or evaded. There will never 
again be such pressure brought to bear 


against white home rule as we suffered 


from during the reconstruction period. 

Sensible republicans must admit that 
the force bill can do nothing for them. 
In order to destroy white supremacy the 
north would have to inaugurate a civil 
war, and that section, like the south, has 
had quite enough of war. 

There is one powerful and all-controll- 
ing reason why a force bill would be a 
dead letter on the statute book. The 
money craze is stronger than partisanry 
in this republic, and the great capitalists 
of the country are not willing to see the 
material prosperity of the south retarded 
when it promises so much, and when 
they expect to reap the harvest. 

But this view takes it for granted that 
the south will be solid. Divide the white 
vote, allow the third party to become a 
power in the land, and then there is no 
telling what might be the outcome of the 
force bill. A solid south is our salvation, 
and the Chicago paper, giving us credit 
for a little common sense, assumes that 
the southern whites will remain united.

The Second Church. 


In this connection some facts in regard to 
the work of the Second Baptist church will 
be of interest. It is a well-known fact 
that this church is a model in regard to its 
organization and systematic church work. 
An indication of this fact is disclosed by 
refereuce to some of the annual reports of 
the church as found published in the files of 
The Constitution. 

The report for the year 1881 shows a to- 
tal amount of money contributed for all pur- 
poses of $5,130. The year 1882, which 
was the first year of Dr. McDonald’s pas- 
torate, the tota? amount contributed was 
$10,162. Included in this amount was 
$8,600 expended in the purchase of a parsun- 
age on Washington street. The effective 
work. of the church is further illustrated by 
the total amounts contributed for various 
church enterprises during succeeding years. 
For the year 1887 it was $9,600. ‘or the 
year 1888 it was $14,292.54. For 1889 it 
was $17,368. The total amount collected 
and expended by the church for ordinary 
church enterprises during the year 1890 was 
y Also during that year $60,000 
was secured for the building fund. ring 
the year 1891, which brings the record up to 
the last annual report, the total amount of 
cash raised was WAS During the 
last ten years the minutes of the church show 
the honorable record of having expended 
$150,000 in missionary, educational and 
other denominational enterprises. 

_ it was a significant coincidence that at the 
time Dr.McDonald assumed the pastorate of 
the church the membership numbered 6508. 


Ten years later when, in February, 1892, 
he preached his tenth anniversary sermon 
the membership was exactly 1,016. 

The church now owns and maintains two 
flourishing city missions at which it has 
built splendid houses of worship. A regu- 
lar pastor is employed at each station. At 
Ira street mission Rev. I. J. Oxford, and 
at Capitol avenue mission Rev. R. A. Sub- 
lett is the pastor.

An Interesting Session of This Important 
Auxiliary tothe Baptist Convention.

tificates, 7,547; papers, 2,970. ‘ 

The expenses of the Woman’s Missionary 
Union have increased not quite $150 over last 
year. No salaries are paid officers. 

The chapel cards are stimulating the chil- 


dren and others to increased zeal. The four 
womans papers, viz., The Baptist Basket, 
The Interchange, Missionary alk and The 
Texas Worker, are doing excellent service in 
their special fleld. 

The committee on credentials now came in 
and the report was read by Miss J. Pollard. 

fhe corresponding secretary then read the 
first recommendation of the home board, 
“That the Woman’s Missionary Society make 
moneyed contributions (through the board) for 
the support of missionariés and their families 
on the frontier and elsewhere.” 

Dr. W. Jones, assistant secretary of the 
home mission board, was here introduced, 
and said some very earnest words in behalf 
of home missions. He mentioned that 
womans work in both home and foreign fields 
had increased very much during the past 
year. He thanked the ladies for their past 
interest and substantial help in sending such 
acceptable boxes to the missionaries on the 
frontier, and encouraged them to still greater 
efforts in the future. After Dr. Jones had 
retired, the ‘recommendation was voted on 
and adopted. 

The report of the treasurer, Mrs. J. F. Pnul- 
len, was read by Mrs. O, F. Gregory, of Bal- 
timore. This report was full and satisfactory, 
giving a total of $25,040.27 for foreign mis- 
sions, and $19,242.53 for home missions, and 
also showing quite a number of new societies 
and bands formed. State reports from Ala- 
bama, Arkansas and Florida were read, which 
showed progress and interest in mission work 
in all these states. The first recommendation 
of the foreign mission board was read, viz., 
“That all the women missionaries of the 
southern Baptist convention in foreign lands

The 
morning paper gives us the actual number 
of delegates in attendance and it is 948,” 

Dr. Eaton cut the discussion short. “I 
call for the order of the day,’’ said he, “this 
is an interminable discussion.”’ 

The Mission Centennial. 


The convention reverted to the order 
which was the phgeraiaine on the centennial 
of missions. Professor Touner opened the 
exercises with a song—

The first address was by Dr. J. W. Car-

Dr. Carter said he did not propose to treat 
this as a metophysical subject, for that 
would give him an opportunity for saying 
some things which he might not know to be 
true and the convention might not know to 
be untrue. He would rather proceed on solid 
ground. 

Christ’s personal work was mostly con- 
pase to the Jews.

There is still another reason. It is eternally 
right. Gid commands it because it is 
right. The moral law is older than the 
gospel, mankind, the world or the morn- 
ing stars. The law is as eternal as God 
himself. Never in the dateless past was 
there a time when tke law was not. - It was 
@ necessary outgrowtL from God’s inher- 
ent perfection, the character of God find- 
ing expression in commandments.

Dr. John A. Broadus then spoke to the

_ Supply yourselves with maps of the mis- 
sion fields. Point out places and tell who 
is there that you know. A preacher sees 
the strangest sights in the world—some 
times people stop listening. If you seize 
the stick ‘and point out some place they will 
wake up.

“Seek correspondence with missionaries 


in the field, and send the ietters aroun 
in an arranged circle of churches.” Dr. 
Broadus spoke of the custoni in the Manly 
family of sending letters received from any 
member of the family to-all the others. **That 
is beautiful. A missionary would be glad 
to wrice letters if they were so treated, but 
don’t you publish them; don’t you let a 
newspaper man come within a quarter of a 
mile of you. ‘They can get their own let- 
ters; 1 have nothing to say against them. 

“‘Thcn conversation—it is one of the great- 
est powers of education. I1 dare say that 
the widest read man in this house has learn- 
ed a great deal more from conversation than 
from broks. People think they can’t learn 
anything unless they read it in books. It’s 
a great mistake. 
you don’t learn more than you have in all 
your iife, it will be because you are not 
worth shucks. (Laughter.) 

“Then mend your hold. Just as in lift- 
ing logs, get your hand under the work 
and grip it with all your power.” 

Gifts Prom the Wealthy. 


“‘We need to lay more importance on gifts 
from the wealthy. James B. Taylor got 
a great deal of help from the rich planters 
of South Carolina and Alabama, perhaps 
some from Georgia. ‘The war knocked all 
that into the middle of the next century. 
We all have the idea that we haven’t any 
rich _ among us. It is a mistake. 
A lady not long ago sent a check for $500 
for missions. That ought not to be such 
a rarity. Wealthy people are the appcinted 
leaders if they set a splendid example—and 
many of them are disposed to doit. I think 
the cheapest talk of this demagogical age 
is the talk against the rich. t takes a 
brave man to stand up and take their part. 
You know he is not going to run for con- 
gress. 

“Can’t we get something for missions from 
every member of every church before we 
die? Oh, God, that we could! Why mis- 
sions ought to be the Christian’s vital breath 
—out of dear love for men and our Savior 
that died for you to give smething for mis- 
sins far away. é 

“Some will have to do without sugar and 
coffee to give. Sugar and coffee ere lux- 
uries, but to give to missions is a necessity. 
In the words of a devout man, “Sirs, sirs, 
men call me an enthusiast, but in this mat- 
ter enthusiasm is only common sense.’ _ 
there is any salvation from that dark ruin, 
if there is a Son of God and Savior of men 
who is bending today from the mediatorial 
throne, yearning t® save our souls; if these 
things are true, then I am talking only plain 
common ‘sense.

Dr. H. Cc. Mabie. 


Dr. H. C. Mabie, secretary of the Yor- 
eign Mission Union, was next introduced, 
and delivered an address, in which the 
mission field of the world was reviewed. 

“As I have gone through twenty-one 
states, attending sixteen special confer- 
ences, after going over the mission fields, 
that I might be asked, ‘Watchman, what 
of the night? and I might answer, The 
morning cometh and also the night,’ so I 
am compelled to respond. ‘There are, in- 
deed, dark wastes in heathenism, under 
the power of the most debasing supersti- 
tions. I am led to remember the lights 
more: than the shadows. The morning 
light is breaking. Wherever the mission- 
aries have gone there is a blaze of light. 

“T have felt inclined to dwell upon the 
great changes in going from the western to 
the eastern countries. We are naturally 
inclined to look on them as in the days of 
Cary and Judson and Boardman. Mighty 
changes are going on in Japan, China and 
India. They are no more the countries of 
a generation ago than this is the country 
of colonial times. As you come up the 
bay at Yokohama, Japan, while you see 
hundreds of native boats, yet the fleets of 
the world are there. I saw nine great 
white English men-of-war. The flags of 
Prussia, France anf all European na- 
tions, and of your own loved America, 
are there. Here are modern hotels, great 
banking houses and theaters, so that the 
city reminds you of a European city. Con- 
suls represent the laws of more than a 
score of nations. The Japanese are not 
surpassed as landscape gardeners by any 
people on earth. I went to the board of 
trade and found two or three hundred men 
discussing the prospect of treaty revision. 
Three-fourths of them were great, broad- 
shouldered, big-brained Englishmen. They 
are merchant princes; they are statesmen— 
men of power. You see museums, schools, 


colleges, universities—one with young 
men, called the Rugby of Japan, and 
Tukiyawee has been called the Arnold. of 


Japan. Here are public universities, col- 
leges of arts, law and theology. The 
Methodist board owns forty acres, with 
four or five brick structures; the Presby- 
terians have another. In Tokio there are 
today 38,000 students. It is one of the 
great educational centers of the world— 
not Christian specially; much of it ag- 
nostic (70 to Kioto, in which the mikado, 
through a succession of 123 unbroken mon- 
archs, has. held the seat until he lately re- 
moved to Tokio. There is a university 
with 120 professors, graduates of Har- 
vard, Yale, Amherst and other places. On 
this campus you count four. brick build- 
ings that cost gy ign gift of Mr. J. 
W. Harris. fe did this with his eyes 
open. Round about are thirteen dormi- 
tories for young men. Near by is a school 
for young women, where, under the tuition 
of American and native teachers, they 
learn the word of God. Not less than 
four millions of children are in the Japa- 
nese schools. Three men out of five on 
the trains have the morning paper. There 
are 500 of these papers in Japan. They 
have in the Dozier university the period- 
icals of England and America, with 10,000 
English volumes, which are being read 
with avidity. 

“All Japan is not like this. You soon 
find you are in_a land of idolatry. In 
Kioto there are 1,000 Buddhist and Shinto 
temples. In one of them are 1,000 im- 
ages completely overlaid with gold: on 
either side of each are ten smaller images 
in honor of the goddess of merey. All 
these were the gift of one monarch. 
These temples have absorbed the public 
funds for ages. There is a rope composed 
of the hair of devout. women, and the 
weight of it is sixty or seventy tons—the 
emblem of. womanly glory laid at the feet 
of Buddha.” 

Returning to the city, Dr. Mabie described 
three miles of shipping, the English stores, 
the French quarters, the great steamers, the 
beautiful suburban villas, etc., and the grea} 
harbor of Hong Kong,which surpasses A tow 
fold the harbor of nburg. 

The largest port in the world is London, 
the second is Liverpool and the third is Hong 
Kong. The commerce of one-third of the 
world centers there. Four thousand one 
hundred steamers a year anchor there—three 
thousand of them British. Here were 
twenty-seven English steamers one morning, 
here were North German Lloyd steamers 
and many others, and over yonder in shal- 
low water a single American steamer bound 
for San _ Francisco. Where the English 
armies have gone, where English state 
craft has gone, where English commerce has 
gone, where English skepticism has gone, 
shall the Bible be slow to go? - 

“‘We must move nearer if we take the 
India of today. It is not the India of 1858. 
Today there are 20,000 miles of railway. 
where, during the Sepoy rebellion, i 
two months to move troops.” 

Dr. Mabie told of the skill of the native 
clerks in business, and spoke of the Indian

The Majestic Korends. 

The Korends are Christians to be proud 
of. He addressed an audience of them 
larger than this. There were 150 young 
women, with sparkling eyes; wha would do 
honor to Vassar or Well . Opposite 
were as many young men. e are the 
coming teachers. ere were also solid 
rows of native preachers. In the early 


days, Korends on their way to meet mis-. 


sionaries were arrested, crucified, rent limb 
from fimb, and put in the sun to broil. Yet 
they came, and the missionary preached to 
them at midnight and in the small hours of 
the morning. Now you see these Korends 
are turning ont millions of feet of lumber, 
with gang saws.and a huge plant put there 
by English: capital, manned by _Korends 
from the log to the bookkeeper. These Ko- 
rends are the future citizens of the Bur- 
man. empire. In the Korend villages the 
whole village gathers every night for wor- 
ship, whether they have a preacher or not. 
Dr. Mabie went to a Korend Baptist asso- 
ciation -with 1,048 delegates present. They 
are wonderful musicians. There was one 
with a. cornet, who led them as by the 
wand of a musician. When the present 
missionary went out he found nine church- 
es. There are ‘now eighty-one. Twenty- 
five villages of'a new tribe have been won 
over, and twenty-five bamboo chapels are 
oing up. 
Dr. Mabie spoke of the Telagoos, among 
whom there are 53,000 converts. le bap- 
tized ninety-seven men and women in'a pool 
where 12,000 have been baptized. Some of 
them were six feet, two, with Anglo-Saxon 
features, with majestic bearing, wearing 
graceful drapery, with bare shoulders. In 
one of the assemblies he could: have taken 
a photograph and you would have said he 
was a man of distinction. One of them

DR. MABIE’S ABLE ADDRESS ON MISSIONS. 


Phe Appointments for Preaching An- 
nounced—Almost All the Pulpits Will 
Be Occupied by Baptist Ministers, 


' The second day of the great convention 
was devoted to the mission centennial, and 
the subject was ably discussed in its dif- 
ferent phases by Rev. J. W. Carter, of 
North Carolina; Rev. J. P. Greene, of St. 
Louis, and Dr. John A. Broadus, of Louis- 
ville. In the afternoon, Dr. H. 
C. Mabie, who has recently 
returned from a tour of the mission fields 
of the world, gave a comprehensive review 
of the work in India, China and Japan. His 
address was a revelation, and was packed 
with interesting information and entertain- 
ing descriptions. 

The upshot of the day’s proceedings was 
that the cdnvention raised in fifteen min- 
utes a subscription of about fourteen thou- 
sand dollars to the centennial fund. Hon. 
Joshua Levering led handsomely with a 
subscription of $5,000 for himself and 
€5.000 for his brother, Eugene Levering. 
This makes a good nucleus for the fund 
that is to grow day by day throughout the 
year. 

Pulpits in most of the evangelical church- 
es of the city will be filled today by distin- 
guished Baptist divines. A full list of the 
appointments accompanies this report. The 
Woman's Missionary Union will hold a 
meeting at 3 o’clock this afternoon at the 
Central Presbyterian church.

Dr. Eaton cut the discussion short. “I 
call for the order of the day,” said he, “‘this 
is an interminable discussion.”’ 

The Mission Centeunial. 


The convention reverted to the order 
which was the programme on the centennial 
of missions. Professor Touner opened the 
exercises with a song— 

Throw out the life-line, 
Some one is drifting away. 
Dr. J. W. Carter’s Address. 


The first address was by Dr. J. W. Car- 
ter, of Raleigh, on the moral basis of mis- 
siOlS. 

Dr. Carter said he did not propose to treat 
this as a metophysical subject, for that 
would give him an opportunity for saying 
some things which he might not know to be 
true and the convention might not know to 
be untrue. He would rather proceed on solid 
ground. 

Christ’s personal work was mostly con- 
oat to the Jews. He seemed almost to 

ave neglected the Gentiles. His first dis- 
ciples were all Jews, but before he ascended 
to heaven he charged them, “Go ye, there- 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, the Son and 
the Holy Ghost,” etc. There we find the 
culmination of forty centuries of prepara- 
tion beginning. at the gate of Eden. 

_ The work of evangelizing the world may 
take hundreds of yeers: it calls for millions 
of treasure and demands the work of our 
brightest men and women. It may be said 
that we ought to do this work because 
Christ commands it. This is true. He is 
our King and Savior and our obedience to 
Him cannot be too true. Also we ought 
to do so because the work will do us good, 
it checks selfishness, enlarges our sympathies 
and makes us more Christ-like. Another 
reason for the services is that it glorifies 
Christ. Another is that it will be an un- 
eakable blessing to benighted nations. 
here is still another reason. It is eternally 
right. Gid commands it because it is 
right. The moral law is older than the 
gospel, mankind, the world or the morn- 
ing stars. The law is as eternal as God 
himself. Never in the dateless past was 
there a time when the law was not. It was

ing expression in commandments. It is 
universal and irrepealable. It cannot be 
Amended any more than the immutable 
can amended.

If we fail to preach to them, do we not 
sin against them and against ? 

Much is said about blue blood—the blood 
of kings, princes and nobles. The only 
blood I care anything about is the warm, 
red blood of humanity. That was a dread- 
ful question God thundered in the ear of 
Cain: “Where is Abed, thy ‘brother?’ 
Will He ever ask that of us, and will we 
be driven to Cain’s surly reply: “Am Il 
my brother’s keeper?’ ere is thy 
white or thy black brother, thy Indian 
brother, thy Choctaw and Chinese brother? 
When this question is asked, I want. to 
stand on the Lord’s side and over against 
Cain and all his selfish but numerous tribe. 

The inspiration that prompts men to do 
and dare and die to save men must come 
from a personal experience of saving grace. 
The law is not specially inspiring. It 
makes us feel too bad to be very enthusi- 
astic. We want a great flame of quench- 
less enthusiasm. I think it ‘was Baron 
Stowe who said fanaticism and religious 
enthusiasm are very different. He said 
fanaticism is enthusiasm tinged with 
hatred, and religious zeal is enthusiasm 
tinged with love. 

n these times much is said about al- 
truism. George Eliot was its greatest 
champion. I believe in Christian altruism 
as opposed to “I-ism.”’ “Virtue is de- 
graded into vice if we allow motives to in- 
fluence our conduct,” they say. This is a 
very high standard—not only above hu- 
manity, but above common sense. (Laugh- 
ter.) Christ taught practical altruism 
when He said: “Whosoever will save his 
life shall lose it,” ete. The preaching of 
the gospel has done more than all the 
Christless altruism since the world was 
formed.

Rey. J. P. Greene, of St. Louis, spoke on 
the subject, “Are the Heathen Lost Without 
the Gospel?” He said this question was 
floating around a great deal in St. Louis 
and was in the papers a great deal. *’The 
facts of the daily life of the heathen have 
awakened this question. We are becom- 
ing very familiar with the manner of life 
of the people all over the world. Even 
the chi'dren know something of it. The ex- 
plorers did the Christian world a great ser- 
vice. They discovered to the Christian 
world millions of human beings in lands 
hitherto unknown. Ss s00n as We saw 
them we knew they did not have the gospel. 
This spirit of exploration took hold of the 
people of God, not to,get gold, but to save 
these people. When the world was 
brought to our front doorstep it brought to 
us the great question, “What of the world?” 
‘The world would be very glad not to aliswer 
that question. Jaristians were <slow to 
fuid out; unbelief would gladly throw a 
mantel of oblivion over it, ‘They are try- 
ing to show us that there is a great deal of 
good in Mohammedanism and Buddhism, 
as good as cur own religion. It seems to 
me God has brought the facts to our door 
to give the ile to these praises. These reli- 
gious have had all their own way for centu- 
ries. _ A religion is to be tried by what it 
has done. What have Mohammedanism 
and Buddhism done for these people? The 
idea is growing in my mind that there is 
nothing. govud in them. 1 know that philos- 
ophers say that these religions coul not 
live if there was not some good in them. 
Why, then, the devil could not live if there 
was not some good in him. tLaughter.) 
The time has past for men to brag about 
heathenism, to glory in the comparison. 
They want us to evangelize the world from 
material and moral considerations. We 
would not give any woney for that—but 
we would have to preach the gospel to do 
even that. ‘They don’t want us to ask thie 
question, ‘Where are these streaming mil- 
lions going?’ Unbelief, in order to appear 
a little pious, tries to stand with us on 
nuiptaral grounds. A man said to me, 
‘lhe scriptural indications are that the 
world will all be saved at last.) He re- 
ferred to the -psssage about the ignorant 
being beaten with few stripes, and in Second 
Peter 2 passege indicates a second trial in 
a future state. It was Jesus who drew 
the picture of Lazarus in hell and of the 
worm that dieth not and of the ‘ire that is 
rot quenched. We see no indications that 
the world is ever going to be saved except 
through faith in Jesus Christ. 

“Another argument is based on the father- 
hood of God, that He is too good to send 
these poor ignorant creatures to destruction. 
It is plausible but not true. We don’t know 
anything of God but what He says of Him- 
self. That was a beautiful argument of 
Abraham when he said, ‘Shall not the 
Judge of all the earth do right?’ looking 
over the. doomed cities. God outran that 
ood man in merciful consideration, ' but 

e had been thinking over that from the 
foundation of the earth. I love to think 
of these people as the children of God who 
will. be oe back to Him, but they are 
lost children. : : 

“Another argument is, ‘I don’t know any- 
thing about it.” You don’t know this if you 
leave out the Bible, I always say in reply 
to such statements, “You don’t I am sure, 
but I do, because God has revealed it to 
me.’ After all does it not seem that these 
people know heaps when they say they know 
that there is no God, for that is practically 
what they say? Why is it that men do not 
want to believe the wicked shall be pun- 
ished? Has not God drawn the line through 
all the ages, and do you not know that it 
goes from time to eternity? This doctrine 
has been greatly abused. It was the in- 


.vestment of priestcraft for ages, and the ex- 


communication was held over the head of 
kings-and princes. They literally flung hell- 
fire into the faces of men to make them 
serve, not God, but the popes and the church. 
Protestants have not always done right with 
this doctrine. takes no pleasure in 
the death of the wicked, but some preaching 
leaves the impression that He does. I am 
sorry to say that there is a growing tendency 
on the part of ministers not to touch this 
doctrine. We have got to touch every 
doctrine of the Bible. 1 don’t believe Christ 
would have come to the world to save it if it 
was going to have another chance and get 
out a= gy pa is a brie of 
apostolic spirit.

in the field, and send the letters around 
in an arranged circle of churches.”

A missionary would be glad 
to wrice letters if they were so treated, but 
don’t you publish them; don’t you let a 
newspaper man come within a quarter of a 
mile of you. ‘They can get their own let- 
ters; 1 have nothing to say against them.

I dare say that 
the widest read man in this house has learn- 
ed a great deal more from conversation than 
from beoks.

Dr. H. C. Mabie, secretary of the For- 
eign Mission Union, was next introduced, 
and delivered an address, in which the 
mission field of the world was reviewed. 

“Ags I have gone through twenty-one 
states, attending sixteen special confer- 
ences, after going over the mission fields, 
that I might be asked, ‘Watchman, what 
of the night?’ and I might answer, “The 
morning cometh and also the night,’ so I 
am compelled to respond. There are, in- 
deed, dark wastes in heathenism, under 
the power of the most debasing supersti- 
tions. I am led to remember the lights 
more than the shadows. The morning 
light is breaking. Wherever the mission- 
aries have gone there is a blaze of light. 

“T have felt inclined to dwell upon the 
great changes in going from the western to 
the eastern countries. We are naturally 
inclined to look on them as in the days of 
Cary and Judson and Boardman. Mighty 
changes are going on in Japan, China and 
India. They are no more the countries of 
a generation ago than this is the country 
of colonial times. As you come up the 
bay at Yokohama, Japan, while you see 
hundreds of native boats, yet the fleets of 
the world are there. I saw nine great 
white English men-of-war. The flags of 
Prussia, France anfi all European na- 
tions, and of your own loved America, 
are there. Here are modern hotels, great 
banking houses and theaters, so that the 
city reminds you of a European city. Con- 
suls represent the laws of more than a 
score of nations. The Japanese are not 
surpassed as landscape gardeners by any 
people on earth. I went to the board of 
trade and found two or three hundred men 
discussing the prospect of treaty revision. 
Three-fourths of them were great, broad- 
shouldered, big-brained Englishmen. They 
are merchant princes; they are statesmen— 
men of power. You see museums, schools, 
colleges, universities—one with 800 young 
men, called the Rugby of Japan, and 
Tukiyawee has been called the Arnold. of 
Japan. Here are public universities, col- 
leges of arts, law and theology. The 
Methodist board owns forty acres, with 
four or five brick structures; the Presby- 
terians have another. In Tokio there are 
today 38,000 students. It is one of the 
great educational centers of the world— 
not Christian specially; much of it ag- 
nostic (Go to Kioto, in which the mikado, 
through a succession of 123 unbroken mon- 
archs, has. held the seat until he lately re- 
moved to Tokio. There is a university 
with 120 professors, graduates of Har- 
vard, Yale, Amherst and other places. On 
this campus you count. four. brick build- 
ings that cost $510,000 the gift of Mr. J. 
W. Harris. Te did this with his eyes 
open. Round about are thirteen dormi- 
tories for young men. Near by is a school 
for young women, where, under the tuition 
of American and native teachers, they 
learn the word of God. Not less than 
four millions of children are in the Japa- 
nese schools. Three men out of five on 
the trains have the morning paper. There 
are 500 of these papers in Japan. They 
have in the Dozier university the period- 
icals of England and America, with 10,000 
English volumes, which are being read 
with avidity. 

“‘All Japan is not like this. You soon 
find you are in a land of idolatry. In 
Kioto there are 1,000 Buddhist and Shinto 
temples. In one of them are 1,000 im- 
ages completely overlaid with gold: on 
either side of each are ten smaller images 
in honor of the goddess of mercy. All 
these were the gift of one monarch. 
These temples have absorbed the public 
funds for ages. There is a rope composed 
of the hair of devout. women, and the 
weight of it is sixty or seventy tons—the 
emblem of womanly glory laid at the feet 
of Buddha.” 

Returning to the city, Dr. Mabie described 
three miles of shipping, the English stores, 
the French quarters, the great steamers, the 
beautiful suburban villas, ete., and the gread 
harbor of Hong Kong,which surpasses dre 
fold the harbor of nburg. 

The largest port in the world is London, 
the second is Liverpool and the third is Hong 
IKKXong. The commerce of one-third of the 
world centers there. Four thousand one 
hundred steamers a year anchor there—three 
thousand of them British. Here were 
twenty-seven English steamers one morning, 
here were North German Lloyd steamers 
and many others, and over yonder in shal- 
low water a single American steamer bound 
for San Francisco. Where the English 
armies have gone, where English state- 
craft has gone, where English commerce has 
gone, where English skepticism has gone, 
shall the Bible be slow to go? . 

“We must move nearer if we take the 
India of today. It is not the India of 1858. 


Today there are 20,000 miles of mat 


where, during the Sepoy rebellion, @er@oo 
two months to move troops.” : 

Dr. Mabie told of the skill of the native 
clerks in business, and spoke of the Indian 
postal service by which 300,000,000 pack- 
ages were delivered by native carriers last 
year. Their postal and telegraph services 
are second to none in the world. Th 
took their census in a night for 286,000 
people and nobody has dreamed of suggest- 
ing that there be a recount. (Laughter.)

The Korends are Christians to be proud 
of. He addressed an audience of them 
larger than this. There were 150 young 
women, with sparkling eyes; who would do 
honor to Vassar or Wellesly. Opposite 
were as many young men. These are the 
coming teachers. ere were also solid 
rows of native preachers. In the early 
days, Korends on their way to meet mis- 
sionaries were arrested, crucified, rent limb 
from fimb, and put in the sun to broil. Yet 
they came, and the missionary preached to 
them at midnight and in the small hours of 
the morning. Now you see these Korends 
are turning out millions of feet of Jumber, 
with gang saws.and a huge plant put there 
by English- capital, manned. by_Korends 
from the log to the bookkeeper. These Ko- 
rends are the future citizens of the Bur- 
man empire. In the Korend villages the 
whole village gathers every night for wor- 
ship, whether they have a preacher or not. 
Dr. Mabie went to » Korend Baptist asso- 
ciation with 1,048 delegates present. They 
are wonderful musicians. There was one 
with a cornet, who led them as by the 
wand of a musician. When the present 
missionary went out he found nine church- 
es, There are ‘now eighty-one. Twenty- 
five villages of'a new tribe have been won 
over, and twenty-five bamboo chapels are

Dr Mabie spoke of the Telagness smens 
whom there are 53,000 converts. le bap- 
tized ninety-seven men and women in‘a pool 
where 12,000 have been baptized. Some of 
them were six feet, two, with _Anglo-Saxon 
features, with majestic bearing, wearing 
graceful drapery, with bare shoulders. In 
one of the assemblies he could: have taken 
a photograph and you would have said he 
was a man of distinction.

‘Some Rare Sport in Georgia Back {n 


the Forties. 
HOW THE FARMERS ENJOYED THE TURF. 


The Great Race Between Wash Morgan 
and Rogalie, in Which the Former 
Surprised the Natives. 


In the year 1820, western Georgia stood 
in primeval forest; the Creek Indians 
roamed at will over the country and lived 
in scattered villages; wild cattle, deer, 
bear and panthers wandered over the for- 
est; but the footfall of the savages is lost 
in the west, and the scream of the panther 
is heard’ no more. The counties of Cow- 


| eta, Heard, Troup and Meriwether were 


soon to be laid out. The land was cov- 
ered with original -forests; the creeks of 
beautiful clear water were filled with fish. 
The country was open—no undergrowth, 
except cane, which covered even the up- 
lands. As the Indians moved across the 
Chattahoochee river, swarms of, adventur- 
ers and squatters came in and covered the 
country with small settlements. This class 
soon followed: on after the Indians, and 
then came a better-to-do class. 

In the thirties, Coweta, Troup and Meri- 
wether were settled by wealthy planters 
from mniiddle jaud eastern Georgia, and 
from the Carolinas, bringing with them in 
their wagons their families, negroes and 
My Grandfather Norwood, his 
sons and my father came to Troup in 1832 
to 1835, accompanied by a Presbyterian 
colony from South Carolina, bringing with 
them their negro property. Plantations 
were bought and laid out, churches built, 
much stock was raised, grdin was culti- 
vated, the country prospered, and then 
came cotton. The nearest markets were 
Charleston, Savannah and Augusta. Rail- 
roads had then not been built. Stock rais- 
ing was universal. 

Late in the thirties a remarkable and 
eccentric man of wealth and great energy, 
Colonel Zeke Strickland, came and estab- 
lished on the line of Troup and Coweta a 
large stock farm. His plantation was lo- 
cated on the level lands, between Yellow 
Jacket creek and New river. His land 
was covered with a large growth of walnut 
and hickory. The prosperous owner 
planted no cotton, bought and sold exclu- 
sively for cash, received and paid out only 
specie—paper money he refused under ail 
circumstances. He raised great herds of 
fine cattle, horses, mules, hogs and a very 
superior breed of dogs—mastiffs and grey- 
hounds. In the fall of the year he drove 
his stock to distant markets and returned 
with his specie and fine race stock; raised 
more stock and enriched his lands; built 
larger barns, and on the level lands in the 
beautiful forest, in front of his residence, 
laid out a race course “free to all.” 

There came planters and their sons, to 
train and try the “‘wind and bottom” of 
their horses. From grat distances came 
the lovers of horse flesh, and when the races 
were to come off the people came in car- 
riages, sulkies, gigs, wagons—on __horse- 
back and of foot. Camps were established, 
ox roasts and great barbecues were pre 
pared. The “Georgia scenes” were re-en- 
acted, the counterparts of Ned Brace, Bob 
Durham, Bill Stallings and Ransey Sniffle 
were present. The Georgia militia flourish- 
ed, as did the militia colonels and briga- 
dier generals, dressed in all of their pictur- 
esque originality. These annual races were 
grand events and continued at length. Pro- 
hibition was not then generally observed— 
whisky was furnished by the barrel—there 
was racing by day, music, dancing and rev- 
elry at night. 

In the forties, when I was a boy, these 
were great occasions, when the people gath- 
ered. I was born and brought up on the 
adjoining plantation, and my ambitious de- 
sire to be present at the races was constant- 
ly restrained by the discipline of a Presby- 
terian father, of which I still retain a feel- 
ing recollection. All noted race horses 
from South Carolina, eastern and middle 
Georgia were present at these annual en- 
campments, and hundreds of people in Cow- 
eta, Troup and Heard counties will even 
now recall a celebrated “meeting” that oc- 
curred at Strickland’s race course, on or 
about July 4, 1850, when there appeared on 
the scene an ancient-looking traveler—a 
very small round-shouldered man, dressed 
in blue jeans. He was called Ainsworth. 
He came riding, wit: a dilapidated saddle 
and blind bridle, a rawboned horse that 
rejoiced in the namu cf Wash Morgan. 
Ainsworth “was a stranger and they took 
him in.” He was ‘noisy and very demons 
strative, and entered his horse against Ro- 
galie, the favorite, for the sweepstakes of 
$1,000. Rogalie was owned and ‘backed 
by Strickland, Grimes, Thompkins, Stokes, 
Palmer and other wealthy planters, who be- 
lieved that he could “outrun the wind.” 

The stakes were “put up” and Rogalie, 
ridden by a negro jockey. and Ainsworth 
mounted on the redoubtable Wash Morgan, 
appeared before the judge’s stand. After 
much noise and excitement, the start was 
made—it was a mile dash—and Rogalie 
came home an easy winner. Ainsworth, 
greatly excited with muck noise, came down 
the home stretch, distanced, but appeared 
before the judge’s stand and, in great an- 
ger, challenged the raco. and offered to whip 
the man that “tricked or p’isened’’ his horse. 
The purse, however, was paid over amid 
great enthusiasm, to the planters, where- 
upon Ainsworth mounted his horse and rode 
up and down the racetrack and challenged 
the world, that he would go to Tennessee, 
raise $2,500, return and run Wash Morgan 
against Rogalie at the fali races in Carroll- 
ton. The bet was at once taken, “profit put 
up” and Rogalie put in training. Ainsworth, 
riding. his old horse, disappeared—as many 
thought, never to agair appear. When the 
fall races came off, the people en masse 
made their way te Carrollton, when, 
to the gratification of the owners of Rogalie 
and to the surprise of many, Ainsworth and 
his bony steed again appeared on the 
scene. The $5,000 was “put up,” and again 
the same riders and horses galloped on to 
the track. Rogalie won the pole, a start 
was had—the race was fast and furious, 
but old Ainsworth, amid great excitement, 
brought Wash Morgan down the home 
stretch like a whirlwind, easily distancing 
Rogalie, and rode Wash ‘Morgan away, his 
saddle bags filled with the money of the de 
feated planters, who, having been “sold,” 
returned to their homes “sadder and wiser 
men.’ 

Strickland still refused to raise cotton, 
still grew grain and cattle, accumulated a 
large fortune, and died in 1860 on his stock 


farm. Ainsworth lived to an advanced age, | 


wore blue jeans clothing, always rode a 
fine horse, and died at Houston, Heard 
county, about the year _
